To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1953, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any notes that may have been given for 
a period of less than one year, in accordance with section 17 of Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws as amended. 


Third Article. To see if the Town will amend Article I-B of the By-laws of the Town 
by adding, deleting or substituting positions or classes in the Classification Plan, or will 
otherwise amend said Article I-B. 


Fourth Article. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Pay Plan by establishing,

To raise and appropriate the sum of eighteen thousand dollars 
($18,000) to be expended by the Park Commissioners for the purchase of a prefabri- 
cated metal building for the storage of motor equipment, 


Thirteenth Article. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars ($15,000) to be expended by the Park Commissioners for the surfacing 
of existing roadways and the preliminary grading of the athletic field at Anderson Park. 


Fourteenth Article. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate, or appropriate from 
available funds, the sum of fifty-nine thousand dollars ($59,000) for the reconstruction 
and resurfacing of parts of Beacon Street and Mountfort Street. 


To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of ten thous- 
and dollars ($10,000) for the replacement of the present wood stairs and walks at Ad- 
dington Path with permanent Portland cement concrete construction and the installa- 
tion of catch basins and a surface water drain.

Twenty-Eighth Article. To see if the Town will vote to amend section 19a of Article 
XVIII of the By-laws of the town by adding thereto the following: 


St. Paul Street, entire length. 
Pleasant Street, entire length. 
Amory Street, entire length. 


Twenty- Ninth Article. To see if the Town will vote to accept chapter 624 of the Acts 
of 1952, entitled: ‘“‘An Act Relative to Increasing the Amounts of Pensions, Retirement 
Allowances and Annuities Payable to certain Former Public Employees.” 


Thirtieth Article. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 180, Section 17-A, as inserted by Chapter 740 of the Acts of 1950 which 
is an “‘Act Authorizing Pay-Roll Deductions on account of Union Dues in the case of 
certain State, County, or Municipal Employees,” or any action relating thereto. 


Thirty-First Article. To see if the Town will accept and allow the alteration, reloca- 
tion and widening of the northeasterly, southeasterly and southwesterly corners of the 
junction of Longwood Avenue and Sewall Avenue, as laid out by the Selectmen and 
reported to the town at this meeting, and will authorize the Selectmen to take land 
therefor and to make entry for the purpose of construction before all claims for damages 
are adjusted or determined, and will raise and appropriate the sum of nine thousand 
five hundred dollars ($9,500) for the construction thereof. 


--  Thirty-Second Article. To see if the Town will accept and allow a right of way for a 

common sewer, surface water drain and a water pipe in Lincoln Street, from Dale Street

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ANNUAL MEETING, MARCH 24, 1953 


Pursuant of the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline, by a constable of said 
town and written notices sent by mail by the Town Clerk at least seven 
days before the day of meeting to the town-meeting members elected and 
qualified to act in town meetings in Brookline under the provisions of 
Chapter 43a of the General Laws as amended, accepted by the Town of 
Brookline March 10, 1942, the town-meeting members so qualified met at 
the High School Auditorium in said town on Tuesday, the twenty-fourth 
day of March 1953, at half past seven in the evening. 

Lists of the duly qualified town-meeting members were used at the 
entrances to the meeting place and were in charge of Irving C. Brownell, 
Edward R. Fahey, Stewart Dalzell, Jr., and John Hart, tellers, who were 
sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties. The lists contained the 
names of two hundred fifty-eight (258) town-meeting members qualified 
to participate in and vote in town meetings in Brookline. 

No town-meeting member was allowed within the rail until his name 
had been found on the list. 

At forty-two minutes after seven o’clock the tellers reported that one 
hundred thirty-two (132) names of town-meeting members had been 
checked or more than one-half of all the town-meeting members qualified, 
and the Town Clerk reported that a quorum was present. 

The meeting was then called to order by the Moderator Philip G. 
Bowker. 

The first verse of ‘The Star Spangled Banner”’ was sung by the audi- 
ence led by Town Counsel Daniel G. Rollins accompanied by Arthur A. 
O’Shea at the piano. 

The meeting was opened by prayer by Rev. Kenneth Lloyd Garrison, 
Pastor, of the Brookline Baptist Church.

Pursuant to the adjournment in accordance with the vote passed at the 
Annual Town Meeting, March 24, 1953, the duly elected members met 
at the High School Auditorium on Wednesday, the twenty-fifth day of 
March at half past seven in the evening.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1953. 


At the first meeting held following the Town Election, Edward Dane 
was chosen Chairman of the Board. By virtue of his office as Chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen, he also became Chairman of the Board of 
Public Welfare and Chairman of the Personnel Board. 


A new milestone in the fiscal annals of the Town was reached with the 
i passage by the General Cour A of special legislation authorizing the 
appointment of a Comptroller,4the necessity for which was mentioned in 
our previous annual report which pointed out that the increasing volume 
of fiscal matters warranted the tightening of our auditing procedures. 
.“The present law gives to the Comptroller sufficient authority to scrutinize 
all expenditures to a degree that was not permissive under the general stat- 
ute previously existing. In this connection, the Town was fortunate in 
obtaining the services of Julian W. Deshaies, former City Auditor of Lewis- 
ton, Maine, who comes to Brookline well qualified-toassumethetasksbefore 
him, having received from the Municipal Finance Officers’ Association of the 
United States and Canada the well-known Louisville award for excellence 
|.~ in-municipal—aecounting~procedures. .Mr. Deshaies assumed office on 
December 1, 1953 on the effective retir ‘ement date of Mr. Leon L. Allen 
who had served Brookline so conscientiously and effectively for over 45 
years.@ It is the sincere wish of Mr. Allen’s friends and associates that he 
enjoy many years of health and happiness in his retirement. 


Substantial progress has been made during the year in connection with 
a program for converting street lighting facilities from gas to electric. 
Many favorable comments have been received from residents who have 
been able at this point to observe the contrast between those areas that 
have been already converted and those that are still operating under the 
old system. It is our sincere belief that a new lighting program will con- 
tribute a great deal toward the elimination of many traffic accidents and 
nighttime nuisances. 


In compliance with the mandate of the Town Meeting, the Selectmen 
after receiving the unanimous approval of the members of the Recreation 
and Park Commissions filed a bill in the General Court which would 
authorize the sale or lease of the Lowell Playground after alternate 
facilities had been made available at the newly acquired Dane Play- 
ground. An appropriation for the improvement of playground facilities 
for the younger children in the rear of the Baldwin School will be re- 
quested at the Annual Town Meeting in 1954. 


The new Health Center which is being constructed with funds from the 

VY Stephen Glover Train bequest and a grant from the Federal Government 

is nearing completion and it is hoped will be available for public use in the 
spring of 1954. 
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The Legislature has failed to afford any specific relief to the fourteen 
cities and towns which are at the present time assuming the burden of the 
deficit of operation of the Metropolitan Transit Authority. It would 
appear, therefore, that this additional expense must reflect itself in the 
tax structure of the Town for an indefinite period. 


The question of off-street parking continues to pose a serious problem 
to the Town and has been given considerable study by the Planning 
Board and the Selectmen. Every recommendation for specific locations 
has met with serious opposition from the residents in the abutting areas, 
either at hearings before the Planning Board or at subsequent Town 
Meetings.

The valuation of land in the Town increased from $45,432,500 in 1952 
to $45,667,800 in 1953, the increase being $235,300. The valuation of 
buildings increased from $106,074,000 in 1952 to $108,579,400 in 1953, 
the increase being $2,505,400. The total increase in real estate valuation 
was $2,740,700. The valuation of tangible personal property increased 
from $8,109,300 in 1952 to $8,198,600 in 1953, the increase being $89,300. 
The total valuation of all property in 1952, both real and personal, was 
$159,615,800 as compared with $162,445,800 in 1953, an increase of 
$2,830,000. 

The number of taxable polls decreased from 17,916 in 1952 to 17,795 in 
1953, the decrease being 121. The tax rate was fixed at $41, an increase 
of 80c over that of $40.20 in 1952. The net amount to be raised by taxa- 
tion was $243,722.64 more than in 1952.

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Summary 


The total amount appropriated in 1953 for general expenses and for 
state, county and metropolitan taxes, as well as payment of the funded 
debt and interest, was $10,285,882.04. Although $10,565,269.85 was 
expended, $700,000 of this amount represented repayment of temporary 
loans for which no money was appropriated in 1953. Of the total amount 
of $2,482,672.27 carried on the books for special appropriations in 1953 
and for those brought forward from previous years, the sum of $1,243,- 
750.91 was spent, making a total expenditure of $11,809,020.76.

Annual Appropriation for 1954 


The amount recommended for general expenses and the amounts 
proposed for new special appropriations are shown in the following 
tables. The amounts asked for general expenses of the Public Schools, 
Public Library, Water Supply, Public Parks and Grounds, comprising 
headings F, G and J and the first item of H in Table II following, have 
been recommended by the different boards having those matters in charge 
and have not received the independent judgment of the Selectmen. 
Reference is made to the report of those boards for information as to these 
appropriations. All other amounts included in the table of regular ap- 
propriations are recommended by the Selectmen. The total amount 
proposed for general expenses, omitting the amounts for state, county 
and metropolitan taxes, but including payments of funded debt and 
interest is $9,168,793.93. ‘The total of the proposed special appropriations 
included in the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting is $802,028.46 
which is to be raised by tax levy. 


The first figure compared with the figure of $9,373,853.04 for these 
same purposes in 1953 is a decrease of $205,059.11 and the figure of 
$802,028.46 for proposed special appropriations is an increase of $405,- 
228.46 over the figure of $396,800 for 1953.

REPORT OF HEALTH AND SAFETY COMMITTEE 


January 19, 1954. 
Board of Selectmen,

Gentlemen: — The Health and Safety Committee respectfully submits 
to your Board its ninth annual report, covering activities during the year 
1953. 


Three changes in membership of the Committee occurred during the 
year. Mr. Frank J. O’Hearn, Building Commissioner, was appointed to 
the vacancy previously caused by the death of Mr. Thomas J. Moran. 
Dr. Robert H. Hamlin was appointed Acting Director of Public Health to 
replace Dr. Fred Mayes, on leave of absence. Fire Chief George L. 
Gettings was appointed to replace Thomas F. J. Malloy, retired. 


The Committee employs one clerk. Field investigations are carried 
out by inspectors assigned to the Committee by member departments. 
Thomas F. Roche, assigned from the Fire Department, has been the 
chief inspector. Health Department inspectors have been assigned as 
necessary to assist in the work and one additional inspector was assigned 
from the Fire Department to assist in lodging house inspections at the 
end of the year. 


The Committee has investigated and reported on all matters referred 
to it by the Board of Selectmen. It has inspected and made recommenda- 
tions relative to lodging houses, convalescent homes, boarding homes for 
aged, common victuallers, open air parking spaces, bowling alleys, and all 
other premises requiring licenses or special permits from the Board of 
Selectmen. It has investigated citizen complaints and reports of in- 
spectors of the departments represented on the Committee. When the 
conditions causing the complaints have affected more than one depart- 
ment, the Committee has determined the corrective action necessary and 
has initiated and followed through such action. 


A total of approximately 1,250 inspections were made during 1953, 
most of which concerned lodging houses, dwelling units, illegal occupancy 
of buildings, public buildings, yards and cellars, noise and other nuisances, 
dilapidated buildings and drainage. Again, as in 1952, no routine inves- 
tigations of other types of premises have been made, due to the decrease in 
man hours of inspection time available to the Committee.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1953 


It is with sincere regret that we announce the death of Mr. Harrison G. 
Bridge, Chairman of the Planning Board since March 11, 1952. Mr. 
Bridge passed away suddenly at his home on September 30. He was 
elected to the Board March 7, 1950, and became Chairman upon the 
resignation from that position of Mr. Gorham Dana in 1952. Mr. Bridge 
had long been active in Town affairs, having served as a member of the 
Walnut Hills Cemetery Trustees, the Traffic Commission, and as a Town 
Meeting member. In the passing of Mr. Bridge the Town has lost an:able 
and faithful citizen and official. 


Organization 


The organizational meeting was held on March 6. The Board elected 
Mr. Harrison G. Bridge, Chairman, Mr. Charles E. Robinson, Clerk and 
Town Engineer Walter A. Devine was appointed Secretary and Engineer. 

At this meeting it was voted that the Chairman request the Selectmen, 
the Taxpayers’ Association, the Chamber of Commerce, the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Advisory Committee to select two of their mem- 
bers to serve as a General Committee to study the report submitted by 
George B. Cabot and Associates on Off-Street Parking. This Committee 
would act jointly with the Planning Board for the determination of final 
recommendations for Off-Street Parking and related matters that would 
be submitted to the Town Meeting for action. 


Zoning 
On May 7 the General Committee to Consider Off-Street Parking met 
in the Selectmen’s Conference Room and voted to present to the Selectmen 
the following locations for Off-Street Parking lots: 


a. Coolidge Corner: lot at corner Babcock and Green Streets 
b. Brookline Village: lot at corner Walnut and Juniper Streets 


c. South Brookline: Lots on northeasterly corner West Roxbury Park- 
way and Grove Street 


On June 5 public hearings were held in the Selectmen’s hearing room on 
proposed amendments to the Zoning By-law which would place the location 
at Babcock and Green Streets and the one at the northeasterly corner of 
West Roxbury Parkway and Grove Street in the 3 District. These zoning 
changes would permit the use of the lots for accessory parking. 

A hearing was also held on this date on the advisability of the acquisition 
by the Town of a parcel of land for off-street parking purposes at the corner 
of Walnut and Juniper Streets. 

The Board voted to defer action to permit further study of the matter. 

On June 12 the General Committee met for the second and final time. 
A location for off-street parking on Centre Street was considered but no 
action taken. 
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It was voted to recommend that an article be placed in the warrant for 
the Town Meeting to change the zone at the Babcock-Green Street location 
to District 3, and for the Town to acquire the land by purchase or eminent 
domain and construct a town-owned off-street parking lot thereon. 

It was voted to recommend to the Town Meeting that the zone of the 
land at the northeasterly corner of West Roxbury Parkway and Grove 
Street be changed to District 3, the land to remain in the present ownership 
and the owner be allowed to construct and operate a parking area, subject 
to town specifications. 

The lot at the corner of Juniper and Walnut Streets was discussed and 
it was voted to recommend that an article for the acquisition by the Town 
of a modified area, eliminating the ‘‘car-wash”’ establishment, be placed in 
the Town Meeting Warrant and an appropriation be made to construct a 
Town-owned parking area. 

In executive session following the meeting of the General Committee the 
Planning Board voted to approve the above recommendations of the 
General Committee. 

On October 14, a hearing was held in the office of the Town Engineer 
concerning a petition to amend the Zoning By-law by placing the Yarmouth 
Road District in a 7G instead of the present 7H zone. There was con- 
siderable opposition to this lowering of the restrictions and the Planning 
Board took no action on the proposed zoning change. The Board, how- 
ever, voted to modify the original plan by abandoning Plymouth Road and 
authorized the Secretary to sign a new subdivision plan of the area that 
would meet the requirements for the existing 7H zone. 

At the October 14th meeting the Board approved and signed its final 
report and recommendations for zoning changes to permit the establish- 
ment of off-street parking lots on land abutting Babcock and Green Streets, 
and at Grove Street and West Roxbury Parkway. 


Streets 


As stated heretofore in this report, the Planning Board voted to amend 
the original Planning Board plan of the Yarmouth Road District by aban- 
doning Plymouth Road for its entire length. 

On October 14, a hearing was held in the office of the Town Engineer on a 
petition for approval of a plan showing the street location and the develop- 
ment of land abutting a part of Clinton Road, westerly from Eliot Street. 
The Board voted tentative approval of this plan, subject to receipt of a 
bond to cover construction costs and minor stipulations concerning details 
of drainage for the area involved. The bond has been received and the 
plan signed by the Board. 

A modified plan of Martha’s Lane, from Newton Street northerly, was 
tentatively approved, subject to receipt of a bond covering cost of con- 
struction. The bond has been received and the plan has been signed by the 
Planning Board. 


Long Range Planning 
The heads of all departments and commissions were requested to submit 
data, relative to proposed projects, to the Long Range Planning Committee 
prior to November 1. This data as submitted has been discussed with all 
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department heads. The report of the Committee is now being prepared 
and will be published and distributed in January, 1954. 

On October 19, a Joint Convention of the Planning Board and Selectmen 
was held in the Selectmen’s Room to appoint a successor to fill the unex- 
pired term of Mr. Harrison G. Bridge. The Convention adjourned without 
having made a choice and reconvened on November 2, at which time Mr. 
George W. W. Brewster was elected to fill the existing vacancy. 

On November 7, the Planning Board met at the office of the Town Engi- 
~neer and Mr. Arthur J. Santry was appointed Acting Chairman of the 
Board, and the Secretary was directed to so notify the Town Clerk.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


January 8, 1954. 


To the Honcrable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The Recreation Commission presents its twelfth annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


There have been no changes in the membership of the Commission, and 
the wisdom of having a Park Commissioner as a member has been amply 
demonstrated by a closer and more understanding relationship between 
our two boards. 


Further progress towards the possible sale of the Lowell Playground 
has been made by the filing in the state legislature of a bill which under 
careful restrictions would allow the Town to lease or sell the area. 


The Pierce School Playground development has been completed and 
considering its small size furnishes adequate facilities on two different 
levels. 


Our indoor swimming pool is in immediate need of repairs and 
renovation, and the Metropolitan District Commission is studying the 
possibility of an outdoor pool built at their expense in or adjacent to 
Brookline. 


Due to the contemplated change at the heating and lighting plant 
from direct to alternating current, the Recreation Commission discon- 
tinued at the end of the year the laundry service which it had operated 
for many years. We know of no other municipality where such a service 
has been conducted by the Recreation Department. 


A new “Golden Age Group”’ for older citizens has been organized and 
has met with instant success. 


We have also added a new ‘‘Morning Play Group” which permits us 
to more nearly serve the growing demand for this service.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF RECREATION 


December 31, 1953. 
To the Recreation Commission: 


Gentlemen: — Elsewhere in this report regularly conducted programs 
are itemized along with attendance records and a description of existing 
facilities at all areas. Mention is made here only of activities that are 
new or of expansion of old programs. These are as follows: 


The fifteen-week course in water safety for instructors and life-guards 
given by the Metropolitan Chapter of the Red Cross in which all our pool 
personnel participated and for which they received certificates. 


The providing of spring supervision for the first time at the Parsons 
Playground. This is in addition to that regularly provided at Devotion, 
Robinson, Beacon, Baldwin, Eliot, Lowell and Brookline Avenue. 


The conduct of the summer playground training institute by our own 
staff members, in addition to assistance provided by Miss Miller of the 
Library staff and Mr. Zanzig of the School Department. This service was 
formerly provided by the Community Recreation Service of Boston ona 
fee basis. 

The bringing to Brookline of the Children’s Mobile Theatre on July 
4th and at Play Day. This is a form of entertainment which was re- 
ceived enthusiastically by the children and held their attention through- 
out both performances. 

The supervision for the first time of Emerson Park by the Recreation 
Department for ten weeks during the summer which proved very worth- 
while. 

The formation of a new Business Girls’ Twilight Softball League in 
which four teams participated. 

The publishing of a fall bulletin which included all the schedules and 
programs of the fall and winter season for 1953-54 and the distribution 
of the same to every school child in Brookline as well as to every organiza- 
tion, town department and public official. 

The organization of the Golden Age Club for those residents of the 
town sixty years of age and over. This is one of the most successful 
programs undertaken by the department, and at present through the 
work of the recreation staff, the officers of the club, the merchants of the 
town, as well as civic and fraternal organizations and townspeople 
generally, much has been done for these folks who have been more or less — 
forgotten in the past — at least as far as recreation is concerned. Special 
thanks go to the Brookline Lodge of Elks who have donated a room in 
their building for weekly meetings. Some time in the spring, quarters 
in the new Health Center will be available to this group. 

The addition of a new Morning Play Group which now gives us five 
and provides accommodations for 125 youngsters in the age bracket of 
3 years and 9 months to 4 years and 9 months, as a result of which the 
waiting list for this activity was substantially reduced. To date nearly 
all those applying have been enrolled. 
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The organization of a painting class for both boys and girls in the 
upper gymnasium. Through the courtesy of the School Department 
instruction is provided, while the Recreation Department provides facili- 
ties and supplies. 

The expansion of the Business Girls’ Basketball League from four to 
six teams. 

The use of one of the locker rooms in the Municipal Gymnasium 
vacated by the High School girls and now used as an arts and crafts room. 

Co-operation with the Girl Scout troops of the town in providing 
them instruction in folk dancing and arts and crafts. 

The training institute for all our women instructors by Miss Helen 
Dauncey of the National Recreation Association, at no charge. 

Participation by the recreation staff in the New England Recreation 
Workshop at Sargent College. 

The Christmas Village at the Municipal Gymnasium, to which all 
children were invited. Ice cream, candy, gifts and Santa Claus — all 
helped to make this an outstanding and enjoyable occasion. Special 
thanks go to The Stephen F. Rutledge Post V.F.W. for providing the 
gifts, to The Benson Animal Farm for the chimpanzee act and to Filene’s 
for the loan of a live reindeer. 

The Recreation Department is most grateful to the many other town 
departments and officials, as well as to other organizations and individuals 
in Brookline, that have assisted in carrying out the recreation program. 
In this respect the Park Department is worthy of special mention. 


A summary of the regularly scheduled activities follows: 


Swimming Pool 


Recreational swimming and diving, class and individual swimming instruction (free 
and paid), water safety instruction; splash parties (mixed swimming), team competition, 
water basketball activity; hair drying service. 


Gymnasium 


Conditioning classes with music; Civil Service instruction; apparatus work and 
tumbling; boxing, wrestling, bag punching and weight lifting, boxing exhibitions; 
leagues in basketball and volley ball; competition in handball and badminton; square, 
folk and social dancing; informal games and moving pictures for younger children: 
morning play programs for pre-school children (3 years and 9 months to 4 years and 
9 months). 


Recreation Centers (Brookline Avenue, Chestnut Hill and Eliot) 


Morning play programs for pre-school children (3 years and 9 months to 4 years 
and 9 months). Arts and crafts; pool; ping pong and quiet games. Girls’, boys’, 
mothers’, and other club activities: story telling and library service; social dancing and 
moving pictures; Christmas and Halloween functions; shower and locker room service 
(Brookline Avenue and Eliot). 


School Centers (Baker, Lawrence, Lincoln and Pierce) 


Informal basketball and volley ball activity; organized basketball leagues (all 
these schools); moving pictures (Lincoln); apparatus work and tumbling. 


Twenty-Three (23) Supervised Playgrounds 


Apparatus play; organized leagues in baseball, softball and kickball. Tennis in- 
struction; competition in tennis, paddle tennis; basketball shooting, horseshoes, bad- 
minton, croquet and quiet games — such as checkers, dominoes, etc.; arts and crafts 
instruction; music and square dancing; story telling and library service; day camping; 
picnics and exhibitions.

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NINETY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY OF BROOKLINE 


The Board of Library Trustees lost two senior members in 1953 through 
’ the death of Dr. Reginald Fitz on May 27th and the resignation of Mr. 
Arthur L. Endicott on October 13th. Dr. Fitz had been a trustee for over 
twenty years and during nearly all of his service was a member of the 
Finance Committee. Mr. Endicott’s service started in 1919, was inter- 
rupted from 1932 to 1937, and was continuous from that year until his 
resignation, which unhappily was shortly followed by his death on 
November 4th. He was Chairman of the Board from 1927-1932, and 
again from 1945 to 1950. His interest and activity during this long period 
reached into every phase of the Library’s work, and he further expressed 
his affection for the Library by the gift to it, through his will, of his per- 
sonal book collection. The Library — and the Town — have lost two 
valued and valuable citizens in the death of these two men. Their places 
were filled on October 26, 1953 by a joint convention of the Board of 
Trustees and the Board of Selectmen, which appointed Mrs. Richard 
Chute and Mr. Sinclair Weeks, Jr. to serve until the next election. 


In the last Annual Report, mention was made of the Trustees’ recom- 
mendation for a flat annual salary scale for the professional employees, 
at a scale based on (but not as high as) the scale recommended by the 
American Library Association. The Advisory Committee was unwilling 
to approve either the principle or the scale, and as a result of discussions 
before the Annual Meeting of 1953, the budget adopted at that meeting 
was based on a modified scale which retained the cost-of-living bonus and 
raised the base for employees in the higher grades, but for those in the 
lowest grade, actually reduced the base below the figures adopted by: the 
Town in 1951. Experience with this scale has revealed some difficulties, 
which in the opinion of the Trustees suggest some reappraisal of the 
situation. Such reappraisal will be required if the pay plan for other 
town employees is changed. Employment of the professional staff for 
the Library takes place in a highly competitive national market, and this 
fact must be constantly kept in view, within the framework of other 
factors in the Town’s pay program, if the quality of the library’s staff is 
to be maintained. 


At the Annual Meeting in March 1954 the Trustees are requesting an 
appropriation for a new branch building at Coolidge Corner, on the site _\@ 
of the present building. Tlfis proposal has been before the Town in,.o — 
several forms before; it is-hoped that in its present form it will win 
approval. Asa result of re-study, the estimated cost is Substantially less 
than that of the previous proposal. The plang call for a one story struc- 
ture built in simple design and of simple materials. The layout of the 
town is’such that nearly half its population may be expected to use a 
branch at the Pleasant St. location if it is well-designed for real library 
service. Some doubt has been expressed whether the use of the present 
branch library justifies a new and better building; but experience has 
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proved time and again that the replacement of an: unsatisfactory struc- 
ture by a better and more attractive one results in greatly expanded 
demand for books and services, and the Trustees are confident that that , 
can be expected in this case. The present proposal calls for a building no © 
more adequate in size for present calculated needs, but the building is to 
be so designed and located that a moderate expansion will be easy and 
economical, if as may reasonably be expected it proves justified and 
necessary. # The increase in the school population in the area, the better 
introduction of these children to books and to library practice through 
the elementary school libraries, and other factors all suggest an increase ~ 
in library use in the area over the next ten to twenty years. 


At the next Annual Meeting the Trustees are also requesting an appro- 
priation for new furnaces in the Main Library to replace those now in use, 
which have served since the building was built in 1909, and are now in 
poor shape. Their replacement has been urged for two years by town 
officials, boiler inspectors, and insurance company representatives. Last 
year’s Annual Meeting tabled a proposal to install heaters in the Library 
building which would serve both the Library and the Police Station, and 
that plan is not being further considered as practical or favorable. The 
Trustees propose the installation of oil-burning units which, it is cal- 
culated, will produce a savings of over one-third of present fuel costs, as 
well as of considerable labor. 


One other physical need at the Main Library is the widening and re- 
surfacing of the front driveway, which is in bad repair and is too narrow 
by a few feet for the automobiles of the library patrons. The work can 
be done at small cost. 


The use of the Library’s facilities by various civic and cultural groups 
has continued. Two Great Books discussion groups have met regularly 
at the Coolidge Corner Branch, and a World Politics group at the Main 
Library; and the auditorium at the Main Library has been profitably 
used for meeting and exhibits of the Brookline Society of Artists and for 
concerts of the Brookline Library Music Association, all sponsored by the 
Library. 


The School Department has handsomely redecorated the High School 
Library. As usual, the Library has benefited by gifts and personal assist- 
ance from many friends; specially noteworthy is the bequest from Mr. 
Endicott, already mentioned. For all of these, and for the helpful in- 
terest of many Town officials and other citizens, the Trustees desire to 
express their thanks publicly, through the medium of this Annual Report.

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NINETY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY OF BROOKLINE 


Branches 


Five years ago a store in a business block at Putterham meadows was 
transformed into an attractive branch library to serve adults in a fast 
growing community. Inasmuch as there was a beautiful and adequate 
Children’s Library a few blocks away in the Edith C. Baker School, only 
pre-school children were considered when planning service in this limited 
space. High School students were already provided for by an excellent 
Young People’s Library in the High School building. 

Now five years later, the Branch Librarian says, ‘‘We have advanced 
from a generous nucleus of books to a well rounded book collection. We 
have grown from wide shelving areas devoted to ‘picture-window-type’ 
book displays to the wholesome growing pains of inadequate shelving 
space. Weare bursting at the seams with activities and excellent books. 
More room would mean more circulation and more reference work. 

“Our circulation of books and reference work continues to increase 
steadily.” 

This branch now is an active participant in the life of the community; 
it is a meeting place for many community groups and activities. The 
first year the circulation of books from this branch was 12,960 volumes, in 
1953 it was 19,002, a gain of 6,042. 

At Chestnut Hill Branch the overall gain for this same five years was 
1,159 volumes. In this branch there have been many changes in per- 
sonnel which is always costly to the service. The present Branch Libra- 
rian was appointed in September 1953. Already there are indications of 
increased activity in the use of this branch. Several projects to better 
the library will be undertaken in 1954 and it is hoped greater use will be 
made of this branch and that it will assume a more active part in that 
community. A comment by the Branch Librarian is of interest. ‘With 
the number of books, both juvenile and adult there should be a greater 
number using the library. However, this may be due to the fact that 
many people do not realize there is a library here. Also, the long walk in 
from the street to the library might discourage older people. There have 
been some library applications of late from people living in Newton. 
They claim that the Chestnut Hill Branch is more accessible to them than 
the Newton Public Library. 

‘“Most of the reference work is done with elementary, high school ie 
college students. Most of the reference questions are of a scientific or 
historical nature.”’ 

Coolidge Corner Branch shows a 4,303 loss for this same five year 
period. However, there is much more participation in community life at 
Coolidge Corner through work with various organizations and a marked 
increase in reference use. To a professional librarian or an informed user 
of public libraries, the reason for the decline in use of this branch is 
apparent in one hasty glance. The building is a fire trap and in no way 
functional. The Branch Librarian reports, ‘‘during the past year more 
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group activities have been introduced into the branch. In addition to 
the already existing 5th year Great Books Group a new 1st year group 
has embarked on their stimulating reading and discussion program. 
These groups are held in the children’s quarters for lack of a suitable 
meeting room. 

‘The formal dedication of the Hadassah shelf was the occasion of a tea 
during which the various speakers expressed their appreciation to the 
library for the administration of the collection. 

“Two visits by Americanization Classes which are mostly composed of 
recently arrived displaced persons were of mutual benefit, inasmuch as 
some of these people have become regular library borrowers. 

“The League of Women Voters used the building for precinct meetings 
prior to the annual town meeting. On each occasion the contending 
candidates expressed their views on prominent issues. 

“Television was introduced to cover the inauguration of the new 
president. Almost 100 people viewed this event. The same medium was 
employed to cover the coronation. 

“The Library tie-in on each of these activities was effected by displays, 
books, and pamphlets. 

“The people have acted. The interest for a new branch building 
expressed itself in petitions signed by citizens in this area, as well as in 
other parts of the town, asking the Board of Trustees to go ahead with 
building plans, and to have an article to that effect included in the 
warrant for the town meeting in 1954. 

‘‘An increase in the amount of Reference services rendered especially to 
students of the 7-10 grade level has been noticed. Effective coordination 
with teachers has been instrumental in providing adequate help in that 
direction. 

“The establishment of the Adult Recent Book Browsing Shelf and the 
Family Shelf have been amply justified judging from the favorable com- 
ments of their users. 

‘“‘In reviewing the past four years two observations may be significant. 
First, over that period of time, Juvenile circulation has increased by 25%, 
while adult reading declined seven percent, with yet a total gain of 5 per 
cent. Secondly it isa very evident from daily observation as well as from 
actual counts taken during two weeks in Nov. and Dec., that a far greater 
number of people make use of the library than circulation figures would 
indicate. This fact can not be overemphasized in explaining this situation 
to trustees, groups, and individuals. If we were to project attendance for 
a whole year, approximately 80,000 people would have come to the 
library. That is by far more than the total population of Brookline.” 


Loan Services 


An overall glance at the library system with respect to the loan of 
books reveals some interesting facts. Although statistics are interesting 
they fail to show the full amount of work unseen by the borrower that is 
a vital part of each item circulated. In 1953, 418,442 books were bor- 
rowed, more than a 10% increase over 1952. At the Main Library the 
adult desk had a loss of 627; the children’s desk gained by 552. At 
Coolidge Corner the adult desk lost by 1,731 and the children’s desk 
gained by 1,068; at Chestnut Hill the adult loss was 41 and children’s was 
2,242; at Putterham there was an adult gain of 2,090. A gain of 44,901 
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in books circulated through the elementary schools, the Putterham 
Branch, Children’s Dept. at Main Library and Coolidge Corner and at 
summer playgrounds is reduced to a net gain of 39,531 through losses at 
the adult desk at Main Library and Coolidge Corner, at Chestnut Hill 
and at the High School Library. This unusually large gain is due to the 
increased circulation of books through the elementary school libraries. 


Of all books circulated 53.6% were non-fiction. Branch requests for 
special materials were greater than ever before. An excellent illustration 
of the effect of rearrangement of materials, which can be done only when 
there is adequate space, was the display of a mixed collection of old and 
new books borrowed from the High School Library during July and 
August and set up as a browsing section near the main desk. Three 
hundred (300) books produced a circulation figure of seven hundred (700) 
during the least active months of the year. Library service given on 325 
days of the year averaged a daily circulation of 1,287. The Supervisor of 
the Loan Department reports, ‘‘Late this fall through a rearrangement of 
the library, the Circulation Department moved into what was formerly 
the Reference Office, a change which we believe will be beneficial, afford- 
ing as it does quieter working surroundings, an opportunity for general 
discussion of circulation problems, and plenty of space for the many 
books awaiting various treatments. It will be especially beneficial to 
have a separate office if a reorganization of routines should occur during 
the coming year, and lead as it would, to the need of frequent general 
discussions.”’ 


Reference Services 


The Supervisor of Reference reports, ‘‘the major change in the Refer- 
ence Department in 1953 was the moving of its staff office to the basement 
floor. The new office is most attractive with its grey-green walls and 
attractive harmonizing steel desks and chairs. In contrast to the former 
quarters, the new cubicles provide the quiet atmosphere so helpful for 
uninterrupted work. 


“For public use, the department’s most outstanding acquisition has 
been the Recordak, with 12 years of microfilm of the New York Times. 
This not only saves bringing the newspapers up two flights of stairs and 
the re-filing of them but also releases space in the lower stack for other 
use. 


“While there has been a marked increase in number of requests from 
adults for information, both by telephone and in person, there has been a 
corresponding decrease in the number of requests for aid in research. 


‘‘While previously there had been a slight gain in the attendance of 
college and high school students, in October the number of high school 
students using the book room jumped from 10 or 12 an evening to 30 to 
35. It was impossible for the reference assistant to cope with this number 
except by completely neglecting the needs of the adults and college 
students. And so, in November a high school advisor was employed for 
Monday through Thursday evenings. The advisor was able to devote 
the time necessary for weeding out the young people who had no serious 
purpose in coming to the Library, and to aid those with work to do. The 
number now coming averages 20 to 22 each evening. 
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“We are proud of the fact that our patrons often compliment us on the 
quality of our book collection. The search for material in new subject 
fields and for recent materials on every phase of the collection is a con- 
stant, daily process which can never be relaxed. 


‘Just as important as the adding of new materials in a library of this 
size is the elimination of the out-of-date. This is another continuous 
process, and an equally careful one. Each book, pamphlet, picture is 
examined critically from the standpoint of its use, its value and our 
emphasis on that subject field. The need for additional shelf space 
throughout the library is fast becoming so critical, however, that the 
weeding process will of necessity become more drastic within a very few 
years. When this happens, more emphasis will have to be placed on the 
use of the books we retain than on their historical or subject value. 

“All the thought and care that is used in planning and keeping up the 
Library’s resources would be somewhat wasted if the material were not 
put to maximum use. The Reference Department employed several 
techniques for notifying our regular patrons of the new materials of 
interest to them, and for advertising our services to the public in general. 
The promotion devices used included exhibits, booklists, a music bulletin, 
a newsletter, ‘special interest’ postals, information leaflets and talks. 


“Tt is without question that the collections of books in the niches and 
on the charging desk help to circulate books that would otherwise be 
ignored, as a great number of people never go beyond the loan depart- 
ment in their quest for reading materials. 


‘We were greatly surprised at the very large numbers of books that 
went out from a small shelf labelled ‘Well Written — Worth Reading’, 
which was placed on the corner of the Loan desk. This was filled with the 
excellent books of the past few months and years that are so apt to be 
quickly forgotten in the rush to read the current best-sellers. The books 
circulated so well that we had to solicit suggestions from every member of 
the Reference staff in order to keep the shelf stocked. 


As part of our community service, special exhibits were held at the 
Main Library for Educational TV, Point-4, CARE and World Trade 
Week, the last in cooperation with the League of Women Voters. The 
society for Aid to the Blind also arranged an attractive display of handi- 
craft articles in the exhibit case. Two of our community service projects 
were carried out in the entire system of branches as well as in the Main 
Library. These were the exhibits held for the Red Feather Campaign 
and for United Nations Week. 


“The Red Feather exhibit was planned from the educational stand- 
point, so it took place before the campaign opened. With the cooperation 
of the Boston office, pictures of the activities of the various agencies 
benefiting from Red Feather funds, and samples of handicrafts produced 
by some of the youth groups and adult education agencies were shown. 
These pointed up the value of the united campaign as well as the import- 
ance of the work being carried on by all Red Feather participants. 


“‘Book lists are planned to coincide with the seasons and with special 
events. A list of new garden books is prepared in the spring, and copies 
sent to every member of the town’s three garden clubs. All teachers 
received a list for American Education Week in November, and another 
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before school let out in June as a suggestion for summer professional and 
recreational reading. A list was also prepared and distributed in con- 
nection with the Brookline Workshop on Community Relations. 


“The monthly newsletter What's New in Business and Technology 
keeps business and professional men of Brookline informed of the Li- 
brary’s new acquisitions in their fields. It gives brief comment on new 
acquisitions, notes outstanding magazine articles of the month, and 
points out various special services available in the Library. Copies of the 
newsletter will eventually be sent to every business and professional firm 
in town along with return postals indicating their interest. At the 
moment there is a permanent mailing list of about 100, 19 doctors’ offices, 
62 for industrial firms and the rest miscellaneous. 


‘““A monthly bulletin prepared by the Music Department tells of new 
books and records, special collections on music subjects, and musical 
events in the kibrary. This is mailed to members of the BLMA and is 
also distributed to library patrons. 


‘“‘As in previous years postal cards are sent to people who wish to be 
notified about new books in their special interest fields. These include 
teachers, town officials and hobbyists. 


“Information leaflets were prepared for new high school students in 
order to help them learn the location in the Library of various types of 
materials and to refresh their memories on the use of the card catalog. 
Another leaflet ‘Welcome, Newcomers’ was prepared for distribution to 
new residents by the Welcome Wagon hostess. This stresses the simple 
requirements for obtaining a library card, tells of the various materials 
and services available, and gives the locations of the branches with 
their hours. 


‘Periodically the U. S. Government Printing Office sends the Library 
for free distribution about 200 copies of each of its lists of books and 
pamphlets. The Library further promotes interest in government publi- 
cations by its annual display ‘Uncle Sam Printer and Publisher’. The 
public is always surprised at the variety of subjects covered and the 
excellence of materials available at little or no cost. 


‘Members of the Reference Department also participated in several 
club or group meetings, explaining various phases of the work of the 
Library and its services. One of the talks was for the purpose of giving 
the Town Meeting members an overall picture of the Library. 


‘“‘All the work in the Reference Department can be divided into two 
categories: the continuing projects and the tasks which can be completed. 
To the first group belong the selection of books and pamphlets, the 
weeding of the collection, the checking of standard indexes (Plays, Short 
Stories, Essays, Art) against our holdings, and maintenance of the club 
and information files. The taking of inventory for a collection as large as 
ours must be continuous because it is so time-consuming. By the time 
999’s are completed, the 000’s are ready to be done again. Inventory is as 
important to us as to any business firm, and for the same reasons: to 
reveal our losses, to determine the need for replacement and to show up 
the need for additional stock. The missing list is an indication of the 
amount of thievery and the type of material being taken by the pilferers. 
Measures can be taken to protect these groups of books by watching them 
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closely or by sending them to the stack. Replacement is not automatic 
but is subject to the same considerations as all book purchases; first, is it 
needed? second, is it still the best in its field? While taking inventory we 
are also likely to examine each subject field more closely than we normally 
would, and in this way become aware of ‘holes’ in the collection, which 
must be filled, or of obsolete materials which must be replaced. 

“During the summer of 1953, an inventory of the books in Gardner 
Hall showed that 54 books were missing. The greatest loss was from the 
art collection, where 26 were taken; 16 were from the music section and 12 
from the photography group. 


“Among the tasks that could be completed were the weeding of the 
picture collection, the checking of its card index and the recounting of the 
mounted pictures. Another job finished was the re-shelving, cataloging 
and listing of the decorative maps. All teachers will be notified of the 
types of maps available in the hope that they will be more generally used. 


“The Library’s collection of books promotion posters have also been 
filed by subject groups. All branch librarians have been given complete 
lists of these and have been invited to use them. 


‘The books in the upper stacks have been completely inspected for 
mending. As soon as materials and personnel in the Mending Depart- 
ment are available, the same will be done in the lower stacks. 

“The Brookline Society of Artists and the Brookline Library Music 
Association both had very successful years. The membership of the 
Artists group has now reached 172. Interest remained keen in the two 
annual exhibitions of the Society, its Saturday morning Workshop and 
its varied monthly programs of forums, films, lectures and demonstra- 
tions. The Music Association has a membership of 120. The year’s 
program of lectures and concerts also received a highly gratifying re- 
sponse. Its two projects, the acquisition of two grand pianos for the use 
of the public in the Library, and the sponsoring of a contest for 2-piano 
compositions has probably not been paralleled by any similar associa- 
tion in the country. The year ended with a combined meeting of the two 
organizations with a concert of Christmas music and a film of African 
sculpture. ‘ 


“While the Library received more gifts of books than usual, none of 
them were particularly outstanding. However, many were useful in 
filling some of the needs in our collection or in providing additional 
materials. The valuable items that we did not need were offered to 
Harvard or to the Boston Public Library, and the more ephemeral 
materials were as usual sent to Tewkesbury Institution, Concord Re- 
formatory, the Merchant Marine Library or the Morgan Memorial. 


“Although we have written finis to a few special projects, as noted 
in this report, we are still conscious of others that remain to be done. On 
the whole, good progress has been made during the year on organizing the 
collection to a point where it is easy to use and will require a minimum 
amount of maintenance.”’ 


Technical Services 


Because of a change in the Head of this department no new projects 
were undeftaken but the daily work has proceeded and the total achieve- 
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ment has been satisfactory. Twenty-one thousand one hundred forty-six 
(21,146) items passed through the order department with all the resulting 
record keeping and bill checking; 1,885 books were classified and cata- 
loged for the Children’s Rooms, 662 for the Baker and Murphy library, 
603 for Devotion School, 619 for Lincoln, 637 for Driscoll, 1,496 for 
Heath, 1,594 for Lawrence, 1,435 for Runkle; 2,815 for Main Library, 872 
for Coolidge Corner, 30 for Chestnut Hill, 783 for Putterham, and 1,123 for 
the High School making a total of 15,554 titles cataloged. Two thousand 
five hundred forty (2,540) items were transferred from open shelves to the 
stack; 12,262 volumes were mended; 2,088 books were rebound at a cost 
of $3,341; 10,063 volumes were withdrawn. The net gain to the book 
collection was 7,093. 


The total Adult Book stock is now 163,137; the total Juvenile, 68,597. 
We have 16,616 photographs and prints, 1,576 phonograph records and 
140 rolls of microfilm. When it is realized that twelve different things 
need to be done to a book before it reaches the reader, it is easy to under- 
stand that this department must produce or the library doesn’t serve. 


Children’s Services 


As has been mentioned elsewhere, it is in the Children’s Services that 
there has been the greatest expansion and the greatest increase in use of 
library materials. Besides our three Children’s rooms, we now have 
seven Elementary School libraries functioning daily, and in addition the 
Children’s Room in the Main Library serving the Pierce School and the» 
one at Chestnut-Hill, the Baldwin School. Even without additional 
school libraries, the use of books in our Children’s rooms has increased, 
which certainly is a healthy sign that indicates a great growth in the 
future in our work with adults. 


During the summer, 22 playgrounds were visited weekly and 117 story 
- hours were attended by 2,301 children. This is an achievement when it is 
realized that many children listen in spite of showers, trains whistling, 
baseball games and sprinklers in play. Story hours have been held at all 
Children’s rooms and picture book hours at Coolidge Corner, Chestnut 
Hill and Putterham. The Children’s rooms throughout the year were 
attractive and gay with a variety of exhibits —some planned by the 
staff and some brought in by children and others interested in hobbies. 
More and more parents consult the Children’s librarians about the pur- 
chase of books. There is, however, one growing demand on the part of 
parents that causes us considerable concern. Too many mothers and 
fathers telephone for information concerning the homework for the 
children or come to the library and say that their children are so busy 
that they come for books. There is even a growing inclination for parents 
to copy articles out of Encyclopedias in the evening so that their children 
may get high marks in school. As Librarians trained to help children to 
help themselves, we feel that only in personal contact with the child is 
there a real value where using books is concerned. There is no substitute 
for the education a child gets from forming the library habit of consulting 
many books and evaluating their contents for himself. 

There is, however, a sidelight that illustrates how important the 
personal contact with a book in a child’s life can be — especially to those 
less privileged than the children in Brookline. Recently a post-graduate 
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student at Harvard confided upon hearing that some of our withdrawn 
children’s books were given to the Indian Reservations in So. Dakota 
that his education was inspired by a battered book from Massachusetts 
that was given to him in his Indian hut in So. Dakota by a mission worker 
who came from Brookline. It is indeed gratifying to know that these old, 
torn, and dirty books are able to give pleasure to children less fortunate 
than ours. 


The statistics concerning the Children’s services may be found in the 
appendix attached to this report. 


Quoting from the Supervisor of Elementary Schools, ‘December 
twenty-third completed the first full calendar year of the last four ele- 
mentary school services. Driscoll, Heath, Lawrence and Runkle report 
accomplishments far beyond expectations and in some cases difficult to 
comprehend (if unseen) under extremely limited physical set-up in all 
but one situation. Seating a class of 38 pupils in a bay window area of a 
well traveled corridor, introducing children to books of beauty and 
power, and conducting a circulation period in approximately 160 square 
feet was accomplished with notable success from January to June at the 
Driscoll School. But from September to December the service at Driscoll | 
was given from the Book-storage-closet without benefit of table or chairs, 
yet 203 classes of 5,947 pupils visited and borrowed 8,021 books. A pro- 
fessional visitor was heard to remark, ‘I wouldn’t have thought it pos- 
sible.’ Reconstruction is progressing at the Driscoll School. Plans for a 
suitably housed and fully equipped library helps to keep our spirits high 
and irritations at a minimum. 

“The libraries at Lawrence and Runkle are small for their school 
enrollment and completely without storage and processing space. Lack 
of adequate functional space and equipment is never more evident than 
in a busy school library. No amount of enthusiasm or personal ability 
can Overcome lack of space or adequate book stock. The latter we are 
fortunate in having and though the former looks dark, we hope future 
improvements will not be long in coming. We are sorry to add that 
working so closely with many children in over-crowded rooms has taken 
a high degree of attendance mortality among our school librarians. 

‘Attention must be called to the heating problem in the Library at the 
Heath School, otherwise that library is a happy and satisfying one. 

“Baker will be ten years old in 1954. It has all the spirit and success 
of youth. With its growing pains over, it emerges as an example of what 
we believe to be adequate functionally and excellent ideally. 

“Lincoln is serving well and has earned a place of value in the heart of 
its school. 

“The staggering work of removing to temporary quarters in the base- 
ment of the Devotion School was not anticipated, and had complications 
been known that might not have been undertaken. Reconstruction of the 
heating and ventilating systems, with subsequent dampness and cold, 
were unavoidable during the early days. It is to be hoped that the new 
library will be ready far in advance of the building schedule and that the 
outstanding success of Devotion’s library will be repeated. To accommo- 
date the Sixth, Seventh, and Eight grades which are now held at the High 
School, 1,541 books were sent on deposit in September. From January 
to June no separate statistics were kept. 
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“From August 17-25 a long planned for Workshop became a reality. 
The Department members selected an agenda, chose Chairmen and 
divided into small groups to study and solve problems of routines, and set 
up standards for a higher calibre of service. The Head of the Depart- 
ment served in an advisory capacity and materials specialist. Final 
decisions were made after the entire group met in general session to hear 
the Committee reports, recommended adjustments and clarifications, and 
finally accept statements agreeable to all. The areas of study included 
Programs, Bibliographies, Book Selection and Public Relations. 

“On November 25th the Librarian met with the School Librarians to 
discuss and accept the report. The group was commended for achieve- 
ment and tentative plans made for future Workshops. Administrative 
changes included shorter hours when the school librarian might attend 
faculty meetings and functions, parent-teacher meetings and when 
schools close early before a holiday or during storms.” 


Young People’s Service 

Since High School Library service is highly specialized and in many 
respects is neither juvenile or adult (though it has some aspects of both) 
it should receive special mention in a report such as this.

‘We have noted in past reports that fewer classes have used the library. 
There is a definite correlation between number of classes and number of 
books circulated. Over a period of two years there has been a slight 
decrease in the number of students at BHS. There is another factor which 
may have some bearing on the decrease in circulation. Since Septem- 
ber we have not allowed students to use the library for text book study 
after 1:30. We have also insisted that they leave their text books outside 
even if they were to be in the library only a few minutes. Because this 
rule has been enforced, the number of students coming to the library after 
school has decreased considerably. We believe that many students can- 
not be bothered by this new regulation and consequently do not come into 
the library in the afternoon. However, this rule has been effective in 
weeding out the large numbers of students who made the library a social 
hangout in the afternoon. Only those students who actually need to use 
the library now stay. 
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“In spite of these negative comments, we feel that the library is being 
used more constructively and that there is more meaningful cooperation 
between faculty and library. We have worked with the Human Relations 
group in creating an official bibliography for the course. The biology 
department has instituted reading projects and has shown great interest 
in material we have bought as well as Hee! in suggesting material to 

uy. 

‘We feel that we now have the opportunity to strengthen this kind of 
cooperation. We should concentrate now in gaining faculty cooperation 
in building up some of the weak spots in our collection — particularly 
Problems of Democracy. Because lack of material also affects the circula- 
tion figures, this year we will concentrate on building up the collection to 
fit the needs of the curriculum.” 

The Library Staff as a whole is to be commended for its fine professional 
spirit and for the contribution it has made to progress and committee 
work both in the community and in a variety of professional organiza- 
tions. 

The Librarian is thankful for the help and cooperation received this 
past year from the Staff and the Board of Trustees. Appreciated also is 
the advice and cooperation received from many Town officials and the 
appreciation expressed and the help offered by many friends and patrons 


of the Library.

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BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Board of Public Welfare herewith submits its annual report for the 
year 1953. 


It will be recalled that in 1952 the Board established the position of 
Domestic Relations and Law Enforcement Officer on a part-time basis in 
the Welfare organization. The wisdom of this move has been clearly 
indicated in the accomplishments which are set forth in greater detail in 
the report of the Welfare Agent. Not only has the Town recouped sub- 
stantial amounts that have been paid out for non-support cases but it is 
believed that the institution of this position has had a deterring effect on 
those who might otherwise eschew their legal and moral responsibilities. 
Many communities in the Metropolitan area are now adding this type of 
enforcement officer to their organizations with splendid results. 


Attention is called to the accompanying report of the Department in 
which the various activities are set forth in greater detail.

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REPORT OF WELFARE AGENT 


January 1, 1954. 
Board of Public Welfare, 


Brookline, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: — I submit herewith the report of the Department of Public 
Welfare for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


There was no substantial change in either case load or total expendi- 
tures for Old Age Assistance in 1953 as compared to the preceding year. 


The cost of Disability Assistance, our fourth category of Public Assist- 
ance which became effective November 1, 1952, and provides for the 
support of persons who are permanently and totally incapacitated, was 
increased by 15% over the preceding year. A gradual and constant 
increase in this category is anticipated. 


Reduction in expenditures as well as case load was substantial in 1953 in 
General Relief and Aid to Dependent Children. This may be attributed 
to a great extent to the activities of our Domestic Relations and Law 
Enforcement Officer assigned to the Department on July 10, 1952, whose 
duties include the enforcement of support by persons who are legally 
and morally responsible for the support of those who are dependent on 
public assistance. This has been an effective remedy to a serious situa- 
tion.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January 9, 1954. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I submit herewith the annual report of the Fire Department for the 
year ended December 31, 1953. 


During the year there were 1,033 alarms, 57 less than in 1952. Of the 
1,033 alarms 284 were bell alarms, compared with 256 in the preceding 
year, and 749 were still alarms. There were 8 two-alarm fires. Among 
the alarms answered 86 were from Boston boxes and 8 from Newton boxes. 
The Department responded to 153 emergency calls, 65 less than in 1952. 


The fire loss, measured in terms of insurance paid, was $324,087.74, or 
$189,143.92 more than in 1952. The sharp increase in fire loss resulted 
from two fires in ladies’ dress goods shops, for one of which the insurance 
paid was $87,569, and for the other $56,930.90 insurance was paid, a total 
for the two fires of $144,499.90. The estimates by the Fire Department 
of the loss suffered in each of these fires was so far less than the amount 
paid by the insurance companies that the question arises as to whether 
the fire insurance companies are not far too liberal in their payments for 
losses sustained in the Town of Brookline. Compared to surrounding 
communities, Brookline’s fire losses through the years, considering the 
insurable value of property within the town, are extremely low. Such 
liberal payments by the fire insurance companies are discouraging to those 
who have to risk their lives in the extinguishment of fires. 


On November 26, 1953, Chief Thomas F. J. Malloy was retired from the 
Department as the result of injuries sustained in line of duty. Mr. 
Malloy served as Chief of the Department for a period of approximately 
seven years. During that period the personnel of the Department in- 
creased from 138 to 202 members. He brought the Department to its 
highest point of efficiency and effectiveness. He had the respect and en- 
thusiastic cooperation of the fire-fighting force. An able leader, a gentle- 
man of unimpeachable integrity, his retirement from active duty is much 
to be regretted. On November 27, 1953, First-Deputy Chief George L. 
Gettings was appointed Chief of the Department by the Fire Commis- 
sioner. The Department lost two excellent Deputy Chiefs during the 
year. Deputy Chief John A. Pearson was retired because of a heart ail- 
ment, and Deputy Chief Joseph P. O’Connor died suddenly of a heart 
attack while in attendance at a fire. 


There were 5,297 inspections made in 1953, compared with 5,410 in 
1952, a decrease of 113, or approximately two per cent. 


The total personnel in the Department at the close of the year was 202, 
or 27 more than at the close of 1952. This increase in personnel resulted 
from the change in working hours of members of the Department from a 
56-hour to a 48-hour week, approved by the voters of Brookline in the 
National and State elections held November 4, 1952.

During the year 1953 the Wire Division of this Department replaced 
defective aerial wires on the Fire and Police circuits. In connection with 
these replacements, 10,000 feet of aerial wire have been installed on Fire 
circuits numbers 2, 3, 5, and 7, and 5,000 feet of aerial wire have been 
installed on Police circuits numbers 4 and 6. Five new Fire Alarm boxes 
were installed at the following locations:

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMISSION 


January 11, 1954. 
To the Board of Selectmen 


Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen: — The annual report of the Building Commission for the 
year ending December 31, 1953, is submitted herewith. 

On January 5, 1953, the Commission, with the approval of the School 
Committee and the Board of Selectmen, authorized Richmond, Goldberg, 
Rich and Tucker Associates to proceed with the plans and obtain bids for 
the new construction and alterations to the Michael Driscoll School. 

At the same time the approval was given for the insertion of the 
Articles submitted by the School Committee for the appropriation for the 
necessary sums for the work at the Michael Driscoll School and also an 
additional appropriation for additions and alterations at the Edward 
Devotion School. 

Bids for the additions and alterations to the Edward Devotion School 
were received and opened March 5, 1953. Construction Units, Inc., was 
the low bidder and the Commission, subject to the approval of the School 
Committee and the Board of Selectmen, awarded them the contract in the 
amount of $935,503. The contract was signed on April 3, 1953. 

On March 17, 1953, J. F. Rand and Son submitted a low bid of $808,595 
for the additions and alterations to the Michael Driscoll School and the 
Commission, subject to necessary approvals, awarded the contract to the 
low bidder. This contract was signed on April 22, 1953. 

With the consent of the School Committee and approval of the Board 
of Selectmen, Mr. Francis W. Muldowney, Jr., was appointed to act as 
Chief Clerk of the Works for the construction of both projects. 
~ Work progressed rather slowly due to delay in delivery of materials, 
but no interference was encountered with the schedule of the opening of 
schools in September. At present the work is progressing satisfactorily. 

At the Health Center the progress has been materially delayed by the 
failure of a subcontractor to deliver the metal partitions and other prod- 
ucts necessary for completion of the interior. It appears that it will be 
several months before the building is ready for occupancy. 

The Commission was notified by the Board of Selectmen of the resigna- 
tion of Roger B. Tyler on October 19, 1953. Mr. Tyler had been Chair- 
man of the Commission since his appointment in 1945. During a period 
of major Town construction, his duties have been especially burdensome; 
his position has required infinite care, judgment of the highest order, and 
a superior capacity for leadership. Mr. Tyler’s service stands testimony 
to an extraordinary devotion to the interests of this community, and it is 
with deep regret that the Commission records his retirement.

Gentlemen: — The 63rd atinual report of the Building Department for 
the year ending December 31, 1953, is-hereby_submitted. 

Walter A. Devine was Acting Building Commissioner from January 1 
to February 2. 


Frank J. O’Hearn was appointed Building Commissioner as of February 
3, and took office on that date. 


The usual activity of the department was augmented by the erection of 
the Stephen Glover Train Memorial Public Health Center, alterations 
and additions to the Edward Devotion and Michael Driscoll Schools and 
the construction of a large hotel unit at 1200 Beacon Street of 170 individ- 
ual apartments. | 

The Incinerator Building while continuing in full operation has not 
been officially accepted. The corrections to be made have been agreed 
upon and it is anticipated that final acceptance will be made in the very 
near future. 

The Building Code Committee has given much time and thought to the 
compilation of the new Building Code. It has been decided to again post- 
pone the presentation for acceptance at the Town Meeting, pending 
further consideration. 


The Board of Appeal has been obliged to meet almost weekly due to — 
the large number of appeals taken from the decision of the Building Com- 
missioner based on the Building and Zoning By-Laws. It is felt that now 
that the Emergency Housing Act has been repealed the demands on the 
Board of Appeal will gradually diminish.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF APPEAL 


January 7, 1954.

Gentlemen: — We respectfully report that during the past year sixty- 
two (62) appeals were taken from the decision of the Building Commis- 
sioner and heard by the Board of Appeal. Following is a summary of the 
Building and Zoning variances heard by the Board: 


Of thirty-six petitions for variance of the Building By-Law, twenty- 
three were allowed, a bond being required in nine of these cases. Six of 
this number were temporary variances granted for a period of five years; 
one was a temporary variance granted for a period of two and one-half 
years; two were temporary variances granted for a period of one year. 
Eleven petitions were denied. One hearing was cancelled and one hearing 
was closed as no one appeared at the hearing. 


Of fourteen petitions for variance of the Zoning By-Law, eight were 
allowed and five were denied. One hearing was postponed indefinitely. 


Of eleven petitions for variances of the Building and Zoning By-Laws, 
four were allowed, a bond being required in two of these cases, temporary 
variances being granted in each case for a period of five years. Seven 
petitions were denied. 


One hearing was a special hearing held by the Board regarding Con- 
struction Materials. 


Two cases were taken to Superior Court.

The lawns and drives were given their usual seasonal maintenance. 

A large number of the trees in the cemetery were pruned and dead 
limbs removed by the Forestry Department at a cost of Twelve Hundred 
Dollars ($1,200) which amount was transferred to that department. It is 
expected that the remainder will be done in 1954 if funds are available. 

Two bronze plaques ‘‘Walnut Hills Cemetery”’ were placed at the main 
entrance of the cemetery situated at the corner of Grove Street and 
Allendale Road. 

One hundred fifty-five small hemlock, maple and oak trees were planted 
in the newly developed section. Water pipes were laid in this section by 
the Water Department. 

During the year the Board lost two of its valued members by death. 
Mr. Arthur P. Crosby who had served for twenty years died August 25th. 
Mr. Harrison G. Bridge who was chairman at the time of his death, 
September 30th, had served five years. Mr. Simon P. Townsend and Mr. 
Henry S. Rogerson were elected October 19th to fill the vacancies 
~.caused by the deaths of Messrs. Crosby and Bridge. 

The Board regrets the resignation of Mr. Hiram Dexter after having 
served seventeen years. Mr. Francis W. Hamilton was elected June 8th 
to fill this vacancy. Mr. Hamilton was elected Chairman of the Board 
November 24th. 

A complete report of the receipts and expenditures will be found in the 
reports of the Treasurer and Comptroller. 


Old Brookline Cemetery 
The usual work of caring for the lawns and drives of the Cemetery were 
performed. There were no interments. The Board has requested an 
appropriation of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000) to erect a fence on the 
boundry line of the cemetery.

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REPORT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


January 11, 1954. 


Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: —I submit herewith the report of the Department’ of 
Veterans’ Services for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


The Town of Brookline and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts has 
always given every consideration to veterans and dependents. The 
Director of Veterans’ Services is charged with the responsibility of caring 
for the veterans. Under Chapter 115 as amended, the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the Director and the system of rendering financial aid and 
assistance to the veteran is set forth. Under this law it is mandatory that 
an individual appropriation be set aside for the purpose of providing 
financial assistance to Massachusetts veterans and their dependents 
separate from Public Welfare. The veterans and their dependents who 
qualify for financial aid must have received other than a dishonorable 
discharge from their last war-time service and be worthy in character as 
well as in need in order to receive financial help. The veterans or de- 
pendents not worthy under certain limitations as set forth in the law 
automatically disqualify themselves from this financial aid termed 
‘Veterans’ Benefits.’’ 


Investigations by this department were made regularly to ascertain the 
needs and the eligibility of applicants. Visiting veterans who were hos- 
pitalized has been an active part of this program. 


Problems confronting veterans and their dependents involve matters 
relating to domestic problems, purchases of homes, tax exemptions, ad- 
judication of claims against the government, pensions, reemployment 
rights, civil service, burials, hospitalization, educational counseling and 
apprenticeship training. In addition it was necessary to appear before 
State and Federal Boards both here and out of State. During 1953 
requests of varying types of services totalling nine thousand, one hundred 
forty-five were made by veterans or their dependents. 


We have been especially active during the past year because of the 
number of boys discharged from the Korean Conflict, assisting them with 
their application for the Massachusetts Bonus and advising them as to 
their rights under Public Law 550 which is the G. I. Bill. 


The graves registration and the decorating thereof come under this 
department. On Memorial Day we were very fortunate in having in 
addition to the local veterans’ organizations, a contingent from the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and National Guard who participated in the exer- 
cises. Each cemetery in the Town was visited by those participating for 
the purpose of commemorating the graves of our honored dead. 
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We have done our utmost to obtain the names of boys and girls who 
enlisted or were inducted in the Korean Conflict so that a permanent 
record may be kept in this office and their names posted on the temporary 
Honor Roll on the library lot. At each induction call during the past 
year, gifts were presented to each inductee by the Town of Brookline. 


Meetings of the Brookline Veterans’ Council have been held in this 
office during the past year and much has been accomplished in the interest 
of the veteran. 


May I take this opportunity to thank your Honorable Board and de- 
partment heads for the splendid co-operation received during the past 
year.

The activities of the Engineering Department are broad in scope and 
because of this it is possible to mention only the most important in this 
report. The functions of the department include the making of surveys, 
studies, maps, estimates and the preparation of plans, specifications and 
contract documents for various construction projects. The supervision 
and inspection of these projects is also a function of the department. 
These varied types of services are rendered to all of the divisions of the 
town government and are essential for its effectual operation. 

The Town Engineer, in addition to that position, is also the Superin- 
tendent of Streets and Sewers, Wires and Lights and Garbage Collec- 
tion. He serves as Chairman of the Committee for Health and Safety, 
Chairman of the Committee to Revise the Building Code, Secretary and 
Engineer of the Planning Board, and is a member of the Brookline 
Traffic Committee. 

From July 28, 1952 until February 3, 1953, on which date Mr. Frank J. 
O’Hearn was appointed Building Commissioner by the Selectmen, the 
Town Engineer served as Acting Building Commissioner. 

He also is Chairman of the Massachusetts Committee of the American 
Public Works Association and Chairman of the National Resolutions 
Committee of that same organization. He is a Director of the Massa- 
chusetts Federation of Planning Boards. 

These several positions and committee memberships necessitate his 
attendance at numerous meetings and conferences during the year. 

He attended a meeting of the Massachusetts Federation of Planning 
Boards at Wellesley on February 14. 

He was present at the American Public Works Association’s Conference 
of State Chairmen, which was held in New York City March 26-27, and 
he attended the Annual American Public Works Conference in New 
Orleans, La., held October 26-30. At this latter meeting he was awarded 
the Samuel A. Greeley Service Award of the American Public Works 
Association. 
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The Town Engineer is also a member of the Committee on City Plan- 
ning and Zoning of the National Fire Protection Association, a position he 
has held since 1948. 


On January 30, Mr. Ralph A. Doane retired after fifty years of faithful 
service in the Engineering Department. His loss is sincerely regretted by 
his associates and the Town has lost a conscientious and faithful servant. 
At the time of his retirement, Mr. Doane was Assistant Town Engineer. 


Contracts 


The Engineering Department has prepared preliminary studies, made 
surveys, estimates of cost and quantities, and prepared contract plans, 
specifications, proposal forms and contract documents for many town 
projects during the past year. Subsequent to the awarding of the con- 
tracts for these projects, the actual work was laid out, supervised’ and 
inspected by the personnel of the department and monthly and final 
estimates prepared for the payments to the various contractors. 


The major contracts prepared and awarded during the year were as 
follows: 


1. The contract for ‘‘Work in Various Streets,’”’ which was awarded to the Charles 
Capone Construction Co., Inc., on July 14, 1952 and described in last year’s report, 
was completed early in April of this year and final payment made to the Contractor 
on June 12, 1953. 


2. On April 27 proposals were received for ‘Surface Water Drain Construction in 
Harvard Street and Sewall Avenue,’ and on May 4 the contract was awarded to 
B. F. Quimby & Son, of Brookline. 


The work under this contract consisted of constructing in Harvard Street, between 
Alton Place and Webster Street, a reinforced concrete pipe surface water drain, 
varying in size from 15 to 20 inches in diameter; and in Sewall Avenue, between 
Stearns Road and Longwood Avenue, a 24-inch diameter reinforced concrete pipe 
surface water drain was built. Surface water drain crossovers were also constructed 
at Marion, Vernon and Harris Streets. 


The completion of this contract has relieved a serious drainage situation in the 
area contiguous to Harvard Street. Previous to this construction surface water 
drainage from this area entered the old sanitary sewer in Harvard Street, between 
Aspinwall and Longwood Avenues. This sewer, built many years ago, was wholly 
inadequate to take the run-off during periods of heavy precipitation and the result 
was the overflowing and flooding of streets and basements in the vicinity. These 
conditions have now been remedied through the installation of proper drainage 
facilities under this contract. 


Through an agreement made with the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works 10 catch basins and connections were connected under this contract, the cost 
of which will be included in the 1953 Chapter 90 allotment for Brookline, and the 
Commonwealth and County will participate under the usual terms for Chapter 90 
contracts; namely, the State will pay 50% of the cost of the 10 catch basins and 
connections, the County 25% and the Town 25%. Through this arrangement the 
Town will be reimbursed in the amount of approximately $5,400. 


Work on this contract was completed on August 11. 


3. On June 8 proposals were received by the Board of Selectmen for ‘“‘Work in Various 
Streets’’ and on June 22 the contract was awarded to Charles Callahan Co. 


Included under this contract was the reconstruction and repair of streets, sewers, 
surface water drains and appurtenances, and excavation for water pipes in various 
locations throughout the Town. 

The repair and resurfacing of streets was done in conjunction with the regular 
maintenance program of the Highway Department and a more detailed account of 
the repair work is contained in the annual report of that department. 
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Included under this contract was the construction of a sanitary sewer and surface 
water drain and excavation for water pipe in Country Road, between Clyde and Dale 
Streets; construction of a surface water drain and catch basins at Baker School 
Playground; reconstruction of a surface water drain in a right of way between 
Abbottsford and Manchester Roads, and reconstruction of sections of sewers in 
various locations throughout the Town necessitated by root infiltration. Not all of 
the sewer and drain construction under this contract has been completed. The work 
will be continued during the winter months. 

By grouping together certain phases of the Highway Department maintenance 
program and other small projects, the increased volume of work included in a single 
contract results in obtaining lower unit prices and a higher efficiency in the carrying 
out of the projects. 


At the request of the Park Commissioners, this department prepared estimates, 
plans, specifications, proposal forms and contract documents for ‘Construction in 
Pierce Playground.”’ This work included the construction of retaining walls, drains, 
fences, walks, steps, catch basins, grass play areas and water supply. 

On June 24 proposals were received by the Park Commissioners and on June 29 
the Commissioners awarded the contract to Louis Recine, of Newton. Because of 
favorable unit prices it has been possible to add certain desirable details to the 
original plan. These consist of reinforced concrete curbed sand boxes, 3 reinforced 
concrete shuffleboard courts, reinforced concrete and oak park benches, and a 
‘“‘Whatnot.” The ‘‘Whatnot”’ consists of low concrete block walls and large diameter 
pipe tunnels for tots to climb through and over and thus obtain healthful exercise. 


This contract was completed September 15. 


On September 1 proposals for Chapter 90 highway construction work on Beacon, 
Harvard and Mountfort Streets were received at the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works, 100 Nashua St., Boston. The contract was awarded to Baker & 
Co., Inc., of Boston, and dated September 1, 1953. 

No work has been done on Beacon Street. The resurfacing of the roadway of 
Harvard Street, has been completed but the sidewalk work is incomplete. Mount- 
fort Street has been seal-coated but the intersection with Essex Street remains to be 
resurfaced. 

In connection with this Chapter 90 project, the northerly corner of Harvard and 
Pierce Streets was relocated and widened. The radius of the corner curve has been 
increased from 20 to 30 feet. Through this widening the hazard to traffic has been 
considerably lessened. This improvement was made possible through the coopera- 
tion of the Health Department in releasing for highway purposes 350 square feet of 
land from the site of the new Health Center Building which is under construction on 
Pierce Street. 

In order to obtain the benefit of very favorable prices, the Selectmen authorized 
the resurfacing of Webster Street, between Beacon and Harvard Streets, under the 
terms of this contract. The Town will bear the entire cost of this work in Webster 
Street but the figure is considerably less than if done under separate contract. The 
condition of the pavement necessitated immediate repair. 


Due to the lateness of the season when the contract was awarded and the subse- 
quent inclemency of the weather, it will be impossible to complete the work this 
year, 

This department prepares preliminary studies, makes surveys, estimates and 
plans for all Chapter 90 projects and maintains close supervision of the work during 
its progress in order that the Town’s interests may be fully protected. 


Control details and canvassing of proposals, in accordance with customary Chap- 
ter 90 procedure, comes under the jurisdiction of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works. 


The Chapter 90 contract with Baker & Co., dated September 8, 1952, for highway 
construction and resurfacing of parts of Beacon Street and Brookline Avenue, which 
was reported incomplete in last year’s report, was completed July 2 of this year. In 
connection with this work, Baker & Co. installed approximately 250 lineal feet of 
underground duct for servicing the pedestrian-controlled traffic signal lights which 
were installed this year at the intersection of Aspinwall and Brookline Avenues. 
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7. On August 31 the Selectmen received proposals for ‘Construction of Stairs and 
Walk, Addington Path,’’ and on September 14 the contract was awarded to Fred L. 
Love, of Brookline. This work, which consists of replacing wooden stairs and plank 
walk with permanent concrete construction and a proper drainage system, is part of 
the long range program which will eventually eliminate all of the dangerous and high 
maintenance wooden construction which still exists in several of the public paths 
throughout the town. 


Due to the lateness of the season and inclement weather, it will be impossible to 
complete the contract this year and certain minor details such as grading and seeding 
will be finished in the spring. 


8. In order that a serious traffic hazard might be eliminated, 333 square feet of park 
land was taken from the westerly end of Linden Park, at the junction of Linden 
Place and Linden Street. A 10-foot radius granite curb was installed. This work 
was done by the Highway Department. 


In accordance with a policy adopted in 1951, agreements were executed 
with several of the licensed drain layers under which small projects at 
competitive prices can be carried out. No single project awarded under 
these agreements exceeds $1,000 in cost. The work consists of construct- 
ing or reconstructing single catch basins and connections, repair of minor 
stoppages or collapses in the sewerage or drainage systems, construction 
of short bleeder drains, and work of a similar nature. During 1953 thirty- 
three (33) small projects of this character were completed at a total cost of 
approximately $20,400. These agreements make it possible to do small 
items of new construction and repair old structures in an economical and 
time-saving manner, and eliminate the expense and delay involved in the 
preparation, advertising and canvassing of proposals for formal con- 
tracts. 


Subsequent to the two breaks in the 48-inch Metropolitan water main 
in Beacon Street, as described in last year’s report, a third break occurred 
in Beacon Street near Borland Street on January 2 of this year. In addi- 
tion to this, there was a serious leak in the M.D.C. water pipe in Brook- 
line Avenue, near River Road, during February. These breaks necessi- 
tated considerable work on the part of the Highway Department and 
further details concerning this matter will be found in the report of that 
department. 


Sewer and surface water drain extensions, house connections, manholes, 
catch basins, sewer assessments and sewer charges have been scheduled 
and are recorded in this office. 


Considerable time and study have been given to the preparation of 
estimates, plans and inspection of construction for several streets which 
have been built or are to be built by private parties. Among such are 
Martha’s Lane, Helvic Road, Lyon Road, Laurel Road. Extension and 
Clinton Road extending westerly from Eliot Street. This work has been 
done in accordance with the established policy of the department. In this 
way the construction of such streets is guaranteed to be in accordance 
with proper specifications and if the streets are accepted by the town in 
the future, satisfactory original construction is assured. 


Preliminary designs, estimates and surveys are now being made for 
projects which are being considered for the coming year. Among these 
are: 
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Chapter 90 highway construction in parts of Beacon Street; Newton Street from Clyde 
Street southeasterly to the Boston-Brookline line; and Washington Street from the 
Boston-Brookline line to Harvard Square, including Brookline Village. 


Traffic Circle, with signal installations, at the junction of Hammond Street and 
Woodland Road. 


Sewer and surface water drain construction in Clinton Road westerly from Eliot 
Street; in Martha’s Lane; and in Newton Street. 


Replacing present wood construction with concrete at Gardner Path and Winthrop 
Path. 


SERVICES TO OTHER TOWN DEPARTMENTS 


Highway Department 


Ninety-three (93) lines and grades have been established for setting 
curbstones and the construction of sidewalks. 


Two hundred ninety (290) measurements of sidewalk construction and 
corresponding computations made of the areas. 


Specifications and contracts have been prepared for the purchase of 
materials and equipment, and for the repair and surfacing of various 
streets, in accordance with maintenance requirements. 


This department furnished supervision and engineering services for 
carrying out of the ‘‘Work in Various Streets’? contract. Much of the 
work under this contract is part of the regular Highway Department 
maintenance program and includes such projects as the installation of 
catch basins, setting of curb, resurfacing of streets, patching sidewalks 
and streets, and the extensions and repairs of the surface water drainage 
and sewerage systems. 


Assessors Department 


Five (5) buildings were measured and their cubical contents computed 
for use as evidence in tax appeal cases. 


Eleven (11) photographs were taken, developed and printed to supple- 
ment this data. ‘ 


Sixty-seven (67) new buildings and 60 alterations have been measured 
and placed upon the Assessors’ plans. 


Twenty-four (24) subdivisions of property and 1,072 real estate trans- 
fers were received from the Norfolk County Registry of Deeds, noted 
upon the Assessors’ plans and filed. 

Forty-eight (48) bound and 12 unbound copies of the Annual Brookline 
Assessors’ Atlas were purchased and paid for by the Engineering Depart- 
ment. They were distributed to the various town departments. 

A considerable portion of the time of one Engineering Department 
assistant is spent on the annual revision of the Assessors’ plans and atlas. 


Building Department 
Seventy-one (71) buildings were checked as to their location in relation 
to street and lot lines to determine whether the zoning regulations had 
been complied with. 
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Personnel of the Engineering Department, working in conjunction with 
“The Committee to Revise the Building Code,” have spent considerable 
time editing and correcting the draft of the proposed code. Although 
certain revisions will be considered at the Annual Town Meeting, the 
revised code as a whole will not be ready to be acted upon at that time. 


Traffic Committee 

The Town Engineer is a member of the Traffic Committee and this 
department makes investigations and prepares estimates in cases where 
petitions have been presented to the Committee for the installation of 
traffic signals. If the petitions are approved and the installation of the 
signals authorized by the Selectmen, the Engineering Department pre- 
pares the necessary contract plans and documents, and provides the 
engineering services for the laying out of the actual work. 

Signals have been installed in three different locations during the year 
as follows: Brookline Avenue and Aspinwall Avenue; Beacon Street at 
Fairbanks Street; and Beacon Street at Lancaster Terrace. | 

A more detailed description of this work will be found in the annual 
report of the Highway Department. 


Planning Board 

All engineering services, making of studies, preparation of sketches, 
designs, estimates and plans, necessary for the work of the Planning 
Board, are done by the Engineering Department. In cases where plans, 
made by private engineers, are presented by persons who have petitioned 
for approval of subdivisions, the plans and computations are checked by 
this department. 

The Town Engineer is the Secretary and Engineer of this board. 

Much study and time has been devoted to the preparation of designs 
and estimates for off-street parking areas at various locations throughout 
the town. 


Building Commission 

A considerable portion of the time of one assistant of the Engineering 
Department has been spent as Clerk of the Works during the construc- 
tion of the Health Center Building located in the rear of the Town Hall on 
Pierce Street. 

During the year plans and studies have been made for the reconstruc- 
tion of the first floor of the Highway Department Garage on Kendall 
Street, and for the construction of a storage room for the Engineering 
Department in the basement of the Town Hall. 


Town Counsel 
A considerable amount of time has been spent by the First Assistant 
Engineer and personnel of the department assembling data and preparing 
legal documents such as orders of taking plans, agreements and similar 
matters. . 
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Sixty-two (62) photographs were taken, developed and printed for use 
as evidence in cases where claims have been instituted against the Town. 


Town Treasurer 


Seven hundred two (702) reports were made in response to inquiries 
regarding sewer assessments and municipal liens. 


Formal Entries 


Formal entry for the purpose of construction of a sewer and surface 
water drain, water pipe and their appurtenances, was made at the following 
location: 

Country Road (formerly Lincoln Street) between Clyde and 


Dale Streets, as laid out by the Board of Selectmen, January 
26, 1953, as an easement for the above purposes -—) une 22,1953 


It is the long established policy of the department to provide informa- 
tion on such matters as concern the office to the public is a prompt and 
courteous manner. For this purpose an information desk is provided. 
In addition to this service many telephone inquiries are answered each 
day. Inquiries and applications during the year were approximately as 
follows: 

78 Street numbers assigned to buildings 
175 Inquiries by private engineers as to street lines 
50 Inquiries regarding zoning 
125 Inquiries regarding street locations and grades 
200 Inquiries regarding sewer locations 
15 Inquiries regarding street betterments 
100 Inquiries regarding lot lines 
15 Inquiries regarding geologic information 
95 Permits were issued to licensed drainlayers for the construction of sewer and 
surface water drain house connections. 


Of this number 3 were for repairs due to stoppages caused from root infiltration or 
other reasons. 


The entire time of one assistant is required for the inspection of these 
house connections. 


Miscellaneous 


An inventory of all property owned by the Town and in possession of 
the Engineering Department is on file in this office as required by the 
Town By-laws. 


A new Ozalid reproducing machine was installed in the department on 
June 15, 1953. This piece of equipment replaced an 8-year old, worn out, 
obsolete type similar machine. Because of the age of the old equipment 
and the later improvements in design, it was difficult to obtain repair parts 
and this resulted in serious delays and a large increase in the maintenance 
cost. This new “Ozalid,” together with the Multilith printing and photo- 
stat equipment is of great value because of the time saving element and 
the consequent economy. Plans, maps and valuable documents are re- 
produced for all town departments. Only the normal amount of repairs 
and services have been required for this equipment during the year. 
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Seven thousand fourteen (7,014) copies of students’ records and letters have 
been photostated for the School Department. 

Three hundred eighty (380) copies of veterans’ discharges and 864 copies of 
other important veterans’ papers have been made. 

Two thousand six hundred thirty-four (2,634) copies of miscellaneous records 
and documents have been made for various town departments. 


Two hundred ninety-two thousand, nine hundred sixty-one (292,961) sheets of 
printed matter were made on the Multilith printing machine. This work consisted 
of departmental stationery, billheads, record blanks, notices, budget sheets, etc. 


By means of the meteorological equipment in the possession of this 
department, a 24-hour daily record is kept of local weather conditions. A 
chart showing these daily conditions is on file in this department. 

Due to the pressure of other work it has been impossible to allot only a 
very little time to the upkeep and completion of the set of coordinate 
sewer plans. These plans are in constant use and, in consequence, several 
of the sheets have become badly worn. Because of their importance the 
worn plans must be replaced and time must be allotted in the immediate 
future for this, and to complete the entire set. 

As soon as possible a Master Plan showing the type, size and location 
of all underground pipes and structures should be completed. By means 
of sets of plans of this type very valuable records are preserved in an 
orderly manner and are readily available for use when needed. 

The entire time of one assistant is devoted to the street lighting prob- 
lem. Early in 1950 the Town Engineer, by authorization of the Board of 
Selectmen, made a preliminary survey in the interest of safety, increase of 
efficiency and economy as applied to the lighting of our streets. The 
results clearly indicated that a program to replace the existing obsolescent 
types of street lights, both gas and electric, should be instituted immedi- 
_ately. Work was started on a Master Plan, now completed, to cover the 
lighting of the entire town. Before the end of 1950 as a result of this 
study, the replacement program was begun and has progressed steadily, 
until at the present time improved lighting has been installed, or is in the 
process of being installed, on 65 miles of streets, or approximately two- 
thirds of the entire present highway system of the town. This has been 
done with only a comparatively small increase in the cost of street lighting 
as compared to the greatly increased safety element. A more detailed 
account of this work appears in the report of the Highway Department. 

The Engineering Department prepares booklets illustrating the various 
articles which appear in the warrants for all Town Meetings. These 
booklets have been used now for several years and have proven to be a 
great improvement over the old display plans which were formerly the 
means used to illustrate the various proposed projects. These display 
plans were cumbersome and unsatisfactory from the standpoint of being 
clearly visible to all representatives comprising the local legislative 
assemblies. 

Tables and charts relating to streets, sewers and drains, and data 
relative to 1953 contracts, are on file in the department. 

Two hundred sixty-three (263) photographs have been taken, de- 
veloped and printed, during the year. Many of these pictures have been 
enlarged with equipment which is in the possession of the department. 
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It is an established policy to photograph the site of all proposed major 
projects prior to the start of the work and to keep a progressive photo- 
graphic record throughout the construction period. This policy has been 
in the past of great value to the town, as many of these pictures have been 
used to considerable advantage as evidence in cases where claims have 
been instituted. A large number of photographs are made for other 
departments. 

A complete survey was made of the street numbers attached to build- 
ings throughout the town. The owners of property where numbers were 
found to be missing or wrong numbers displayed were notified in writing 
that the corrections must be made in accordance with the provisions of 
the By-laws of the town. 

I take this opportunity to express my appreciation for the cooperation 
shown by my assistants, by the various boards and commissions, the 
officials, and all departments of the town.

The Superintendent of Streets is also the Superintendent of Wires and 
Lights and Superintendent of Garbage Disposal. In addition, he is Town 
Engineer and a member of several committees which have been appointed 
to assist in carrying on the various functions of Town government. 

The Superintendent served as Acting Building Commissioner from 
July 28, 1952 until the appointment of Mr. Frank J. O’Hearn on February 
3, L953. 

Because of the close relationship between new street construction and 
the engineering phases of highway maintenance, the correlation and com- 
bining of the services rendered by the Engineering Department and the 
Highway Department bring about a most efficient and economical result 
in the operation of these Town functions. This cooperative effort between 
the two departments has resulted in lower unit operating costs and in- 
creased efficiency.

I regret to report the death of two pensioners. —Two employees were 
pensioned during the year and were added to the department’s pension 
list making a total of thirty-six on the list, plus one annuity granted in 
1952. 


Street Cleaning 


All streets in the residential areas are cleaned once a week and those in 
business districts once a day. Three mechanical sweepers are used for 
this purpose, and the operation is greatly aided by the use of the two 
flushers that were purchased and put into service last year. This is 
especially true in the business sections of the Town. The street cleaning 
is carried on throughout the year, except when snow and ice conditions 
prevail during the winter months. During the fall season, when the 
leaves are falling, the work is greatly increased. The two mechanical leaf 
removing units, which were bought in 1950, have proven very valuable in 
increasing the speed and efficiency of leaf removal during the autumn. 
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The material removed from the highways during 1953 amounted to 
4,516 tons, including approximately 1,100 tons of leaves. 


Labor costs have been substantially reduced and hand sweeping of 
sidewalks practically eliminated through the use of the three mechanical 
sidewalk sweepers belonging to the department. 


The practice, instituted several years ago, of removing and storing, or 
placing as directed as fill, the sand left upon the streets as a result of sand- 
ing operations during the winter months has been continued. In addi- 
tion, the ‘‘whip-off’’ of pea stone from streets that have been surface 
treated is also removed and used in the repair of sidewalks throughout the 
Town. This results in a considerable saving through conservation and 
reuse of these materials. 


I have, in the past, several times called attention to the fact that persons 
passing over our highways carelessly, or even deliberately, deposit much 
of the dirt and debris which accumulates on our streets. A considerable 
saving in street cleaning costs and a better appearance of the Town's 
thoroughfares could be attained if the public would cooperate and cease 
the practice of indiscriminately throwing waste matter upon the highways 
and obey the health and safety regulations. 


The habit of many of the citizens of the Town of depositing leaves, 
gathered from private property, upon the public highways is another 
factor that considerably increases the cost of street cleaning. The same 
practice exists in regard to snow during the winter months. Very often 
these materials are thrown upon the streets immediately after they have 
been cleaned. It is then necessary to return the equipment and expend 
extra labor, thus increasing the cost of this type of service. We sincerely 
hope that, through the cooperation of the townspeople, this serious 
problem will be eliminated. Unless we receive this cooperation, the 
offenders must be prosecuted under the existing laws and regulations 
which govern this situation.

On November 9th, after proposals had been duly advertised and can- 
vassed, a contract was awarded to the Charles Capone Construction 
Company, Inc., for furnishing, on a rental basis, all equipment, such as 
trucks, tractor trucks, bulldozers, front-end loaders, etc., necessary to 
supplement equipment owned by the Town for the plowing and removal of 
snow and ice from the Town highways. This same practice has been in 
effect for the past few years. The agreement will be effective during the 
winter of 1953-1954. 


This contract places the responsibility for providing all of the necessary 
supplementary equipment in one source. As a result of the competition 
for the award of the contract, the Town receives favorable prices, and the 
efficiency of the snow removal service is improved. 
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The department employs a weather forecasting service and, through 
this medium, receives advance reports concerning expected amounts of 
precipitation, highway icing conditions, and high wind velocities. Because 
of this service, early preparations are made possible, and, by prompt 
action, the highway hazards, due to weather conditions, are minimized. 


The old-fashioned and expensive method of hand spreading has been 
partially eliminated by the use of mechanized sand spreaders, on both 
roadways and sidewalks. By means of these mechanical spreaders, the 
speed of the sanding operation is so increased that the result is much 
greater efficiency and economy. Through the increased speed, the hazard 
to vehicular traffic, of slippery pavements, is reduced to a minimum. 


As mentioned in last year’s report, there are four thirty-six inch man- 
hole covers at various locations along the line of the Metropolitan Sewer 
in Brookline. These were placed with the permission of the Metropolitan 
District Commission in 1952. There are, also, two similar covers located 
on the Brookline main sewer. It is possible to dispose of a limited amount 
of snow through these enlarged openings. This reduces, to some extent, 
the amount necessary to be carted long distances and stored. 


Roadways 


Proposals were canvassed on June 8, and on June 22 a contract for 
“Work in Various Streets’? was awarded to the Charles Callahan Co. 
Included in this contract was the major portion of the highway mainte- 
nance work; the construction of a sanitary sewer, surface water drain and 
water pipe in Country Road, between Clyde and Dale Streets; construc- 
tion of a surface water drain and catch basins at the Baker School Play- 
ground; reconstruction of the surface water drain in a right-of-way be- 
tween Abbottsford and Manchester Roads; and relaying of certain sec- 
tions of sewers throughout the Town where root infiltration has caused 
serious stoppages. 


This contract was of a similar nature to those awarded for the past few 
years. A contract including the same type of projects was held by the 
Charles Capone Construction Co., Inc., in 1952 and was in force until the 
award of the Callahan contract. 


Increased efficiency, economy, and considerably lower unit prices result 
from the grouping of projects of this character under one contract. 

Under the Callahan Co. contract the following streets, or sections 
thereof, were repaired and resurfaced with bituminous material:

*The sealcoating of Riverdale Parkway was done under the terms of the Callahan Co. 
contract at the request of the Park Department and was paid for by the Park Department. 


The total length of roadways sealcoated during the year as set forth in 
the foregoing list was approximately 97,489 lineal feet or 18.46 miles. 
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In addition to the above sealcoating approximately 2,318 sq. yds. of 
bituminous concrete roadway patches were made by Warren Bros. Roads 
Co., to which company the usual contract for repairing street openings 
and surface repairs was awarded. 


In last year’s report, mention was made of two breaks in the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission’s 48-in. water main in Beacon Street, which 
occurred on September 29, 1952 and October 18, 1952, and a third break 
in the reservation on Beacon Street opposite Borland Street, which 
occurred on January 2 of this year. 


During February of this year there was a serious leak in the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission water pipe in Brookline Avenue, near River 
Road. A considerable amount of pavement repairs, pumping out and 
cleaning flooded basements, cleaning sewers and catch basins, resetting 
curbstone, etc., resulted from these breaks and leak. The Town, however, 
through agreement with the Metropolitan District Commission, was 
reimbursed for the entire cost of this work. 


Baker & Co., Inc., was awarded a Chapter 90 contract for work in 
Beacon, Mountfort and Harvard Streets on September 1st. There has 
been no work done on Beacon Street. On Harvard Street the roadway 
has been resurfaced, but there is still some sidewalk construction to be 
done. Mountfort Street has been sealcoated, but the intersection at 
Essex Street remains to be resurfaced. Due to the lateness of the season 
and the inclemency of the weather, all work within the scope of this con- 
tract has been discontinued for the winter months, but will be resumed as 
early in the spring as is feasible. 


Through an agreement with Baker & Co., and with the permission of 
the Selectmen, Webster Street, between Harvard Street and Beacon 
Street, was resurfaced with bituminous concrete under the terms of the 
Chapter 90 contract. This was done so that the Town could receive the 
advantage of the very favorable price for the bituminous material. This 
was the lowest price that has been received for several years. The work in 
Webster Street will be paid for in full by the Town. 


Approximately 18,475 sq. yds. of resurfacing and 1,800 sq. yds. of seal- 
coating was accomplished by Baker & Co., Inc., under the Chapter 90 
contract, and including Webster Street, before the work was discontinued. 


Traffic Control 


Regular meetings have been held throughout the year by the Traffic 
Committee with Mr. Timothy J. Regan as Chairman. With vehicular 
traffic on our highways ever increasing, the contro! problem is continu- 
ally becoming more serious and complex with the result that much study 
is necessitated. 


Approximately 37.4 miles of white lines (including repainting where 
required) have been painted on the road surface. This was an increase of 
4.5 miles over 1952, and approximately 610 gallons of paint were used for 
this purpose. The marking of center lines and traffic lanes in this manner 
is a most effective safety measure. In addition, approximately 6,942 
lineal feet of lines marking parking meter spaces, 4,892 lineal feet of angle 
parking lines, 29,797 lineal feet of crosswalks, 1,995 lineal feet of stop 
lines, 10,994 lineal feet of lettering, 4,588 lineal feet bus stop markings 
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were painted along with 31,671 lineal feet of curb. For these latter pur- 
poses, approximately 565 gallons of paint were used. 

The cost of the Highway Department maintenance of parking meter 
areas, such as street cleaning, painting white lines, and snow removal, was 
approximately $25,000 during 1953. 

The total number of parking meters now in operation is 807. Because 
of revisions in the traffic regulations, five meters were installed and thir- 
teen meters removed at various locations in the Town. 

On June 29, after competitive bidding a contract was awarded to the 
Municipal Signal & Supply Co., the low bidder, for the installation of 
traffic control systems at the following locations: 


Beacon Street and Fairbanks Street 
Beacon Street and Lancaster Terrace 
Brookline Avenue and Aspinwall Avenue 


At Brookline Avenue, the underground conduit was installed by Baker 
& Co., Inc., in connection with its Chapter 90 work on Brookline Avenue. 
At the other two locations, the excavation for the conduits was done by 
the Highway Department. These installations were completed in August, 
and the signals are now in operation. 

On November 27, bids were opened for the usual contract for servicing 
and maintaining all traffic signals which are owned and operated by the 
Town during 1954. The Municipal Signal & Supply Co. was the low 
bidder, and that company has been awarded the contract. 

New controllers were installed in the signals at Beacon Street and 
Summit Avenue and also at Cypress Street and Kendall Street. Two 
additional pedestrian control standards were erected at Independence 
Drive and Grove Street. 

The rewiring of the signal system at Washington and Beacon Streets 
has been ordered, but not yet completed. 

The increasing volume of traffic each year adds materially to the neces- 
sary painting of traffic lines and the erection of warning and explanatory 
signs on our highways. 

The following additions were made to the Traffic Rules and Orders: 


Parking Prohibited 


Aspinwall Avenue southeast side, between Brook Street and a point 260 ft. 
: northeasterly. 

Beacon Street (d) south side of south roadway from westerly side of Hawes 
Street for a distance of 115 ft. west. 

Beacon Street (ee) north side of north roadway between westerly sideline of 
Powell Street and a point 115 ft. westerly. 

Beech Road north side, entire length. 

Chatham Street south side, entire length.

As a result of the changes in the traffic regulations during the year, and 
other miscellaneous orders, approximately 162 new signs were erected 
utilizing about 1,780 lineal feet of pipe. 
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Garages 

Trucks and other equipment belonging to the Highway Department 
are serviced at a repair shop and garage located on Kendall Street. The 
garage and shop are owned by the Town and are operated by employees of 
the Town. The cost of operation is charged against the various services 
in proportion to the services rendered. 

A garage known as Garage ‘‘B”’ is leased at 637 Washington Street on a 
“rental plus cost of heating”’ basis. 

Storage and servicing is provided for fifty-seven departmental cars at 
Garage “B”’, 

Since December 1, 1952, all cars stored at Garage ‘‘B”’ have received 
their gasoline and oil at the Kendall Street garage. 

The Cooper Tire & Rubber Co. was awarded the contract to supply all 
tires and tubes. 

The contract for furnishing gasoline is held by the Socony Vacuum Oil 
Company. 


Permits 
There were 1,298 permits issued during the year. This is an increase of 
42 permits over the previous year. 


Bridges 
All bridges within the Town have been thoroughly inspected during the 
year. 


Sidewalks 


The following number of petitions for sidewalk construction were 
received: seventy-six (76) for driveway entrances; twenty-one (21) for 
new granolithic walks (approximately 871 sq. yds.); seven (7) for granite 
curbing; forty-four (44) for new asphalt walks (approximately 1,322 sq. 
yds.). Approximately 7,641 sq. yds of granolithic repairs were made and 
about 18,208 sq. yds. of asphalt sidewalk repairs were made. 

The annual contract for the construction and repair of granolithic side- 
walks was awarded to Joseph Amara & Son, and for construction and 
repair of asphalt sidewalks to Warren Bros. Roads Company, respec- 
tively. 

The elimination of dangerous and high maintenance cost plank and 
gravel sidewalks is being carried on as rapidly as possible.

During the year approximately 2,150 lineal feet of granite curbing was 
reset and 2,320 lineal feet of new curbing was set. 
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On September 14, a contract was awarded to Fred L. Love for the 
replacement of the wooden steps and plank walk in Addington Path with 
permanent portland cement concrete construction. Due to the lateness of 
the season and an exceptionally rainy fall the work did not progress as 
rapidly as expected. However, the steps and walk are completed, but the 
grading and seeding on the sides of the path remain to be done. It is 
expected that the path will be open to travel through the winter and the 
minor details of construction completed in the spring. 


The reconstruction of the public paths throughout the Town, which 
are now of wooden construction, is in accordance with an established 
policy. The plank walks and wooden steps constitute a serious hazard to 
pedestrians and lead to very high maintenance costs. All of these paths 
should be rebuilt with permanent concrete construction. Reconstruction 
of Gardner and Winthrop Paths is reeommended for 1954, and Articles for - 
these projects will be placed in the Warrant for the Annual Town Meet- 
ing. Each year similar work should be undertaken until! all public paths 
have been rebuilt of permanent construction. 


Refuse Collection 


The Newton Street dump which is used for the disposal of non-combus- 
tible waste materials has been satisfactorily maintained throughout the 
-year. This area, combined with the additional space at the corner of 
Newton and Hammond Streets which, by agreement with the owner of the 
land, is used for dumping purposes, should be adequate for some time to 


- come. 


All garbage and combustible waste materials resulting from refuse 
collections have been burned in the new Incinerator since October 1, 1952.

Regular conferences have been held between the officials of the Health 
and Highway Departments with the purpose of improving the methods 
of refuse collection and disposal, both as to economy and efficiency. 


After a full year of operation of the new Incinerator and effort to 
coordinate the refuse collections with the disposal thereof, neither the 
Director of Public Health nor the Superintendent of Streets is satisfied 
that we are operating with the greatest possible economy and efficiency. 
The cooperation of the public with the published rules and regulations for 
the handling, storage, collection and disposal of municipal waste has been 
lacking, and the regulations have not been strictly enforced. With these 
facts in view, and with the approval of the Director of Public Health, an 
estimate of cost for a complete survey and report on refuse collection and 
disposal, as pertaining to the Town of Brookline, has been obtained from 
an expert in this field. In cases where this man has made similar surveys 
for other communities, the cost of the survey has been saved several 
times over during the first year of operation in accordance with his rec- 
ommendations. With approval of the Selectmen, this survey will be 
made, and the cost allocated to the collection of garbage and rubbish and 
incineration without any additional appropriation. 
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Care of Sewers, Drains, and Catch Basins 


Approximately 1,951 catch basins were cleaned during the year and 
1,941 tons of material removed therefrom. 


The main sewers were inspected and cleaned as required. 


The infiltration of tree roots into the sewerage system in various loca- 
tions throughout the Town has required a considerable amount of cutting 
and repairs during the year. 


Certain sections of sewer where there were serious infiltrations of tree 
roots, or where there was a definite threat of collapse, have been recon- 
structed. This reconstruction program is in conformance with a policy 
adopted in 1951, and each year lessens the sewer stoppages and the 
resulting damage caused therefrom. 


Several catch basins and their connections to the surface water drains 
have been reconstructed where it has been found that they were not 
functioning properly during periods of heavy precipitation. 


A considerable saving in the maintenance cost of the surface water 
drains is effected through the frequent cleaning of the streets. In this 
way the accumulations of waste are removed and disposed of before they 
can enter the catch basins from where they must be removed to prevent 
their entrance into the main drain.

All purchases were made through the Purchasing Department and were 
duly advertised and proposals canvassed. In all cases, where the equip- 
ment met the required specifications, the contract was awarded to the low 


bidder. 


The Superintendent of Streets takes this opportunity to express his 
appreciation to Mr. H. G. Saumsiegle, Purchasing Agent, for the coopera- 
tion shown by his department in the procedure necessary for purchasing 
Highway Department equipment. 
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Street Lighting 


During 1953, orders were placed to discontinue two hundred fifty 
(250) gas street lamps. This is the maximum number allowed under the 
existing contract of the Welsbach Corporation. In addition to these gas 
lights, three hundred ninety-two (392) inefficient electric luminairies 
were ordered discontinued. These street lighting units are being replaced 
with seven hundred forty-two (742) electric lighting units of the most 
modern and efficient design. These replacements represent the relighting 
of 28.7 miles of streets, with an increase of 360 per cent in effective 
lighting on the pavement. The increased cost to the Town is approxi- 
mately only 12 per cent of the 1953 Street Lighting budget, or $11,993.81. 
This is about twenty cents (20c) per capita, per annum. 


The modern lighting units, now being installed, direct the light to 
the surface of the traveled way and sidewalks thereby increasing visi- 
bility and safety for pedestrian and vehicle alike. These units also insure 
a maximum of house shading. 


During the year, Washington Street, from Park Street to and including 
Washington Square, and Beacon Street, from Pleasant Street to Univer- 
sity Road, were relighted with 15,000 lumen mercury lamps. In addition 
to this, Hammond Street, Brookline Avenue, and part of Boylston Street 
were relighted with mercury lamps varying from 10,000 lumens on Ham- 
mond Street to 20,000 on Brookline Avenue, and 15,000 on Boylston 
Street. )

Fifty (50) of the one hundred thirty-nine (139) orders placed in 1953 
with the Boston Edison Company have been completed. The early part 
of the year was utilized in completing orders placed in 1952. Because 
several of the orders placed this year required a large amount of prelimi- 
nary work, the progress of the work was somewhat slowed down. 

Since the program of improving the street lighting was inaugurated 
in August, 1950, orders have been placed for improved lighting on 65 
miles of Brookline streets. This represents approximately two-thirds 
of the Town’s present highway system. 

The removal of abandoned gas lamp posts was started early in the 
spring of this year. Two hundred two (202) abandoned posts have been 
removed by the Highway Department. It is estimated that two hundred 
more will be removed during 1954. 

I take this opportunity to express my sincere appreciation for the co- 
operation shown by my assistants, and by the various Boards, Com- 
missions and Departments.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PLANTING TREES 


The Dutch Elm Disease still remains our great problem. During 1953 
a total of 157 trees (either Town or privately owned) were found to have 
the disease. This is an increase of 22 over 1952 but a decrease of 69 from 
the peak of 226 trees in 1951. 


So far no sure cure or preventative for the disease has been found but 
we have high hopes that our program of inspection, spraying, pruning 
and removal of diseased trees will result in keeping the disease under 
control. 


The Committee was proud to render assistance to the City of Worces- 
ter in their tremendous job of mopping up after the tornado which struck 
there and wrought such havoc in June. 


The following is a summary of the aid rendered:

The effectiveness of the new wood chipper was well demonstrated there 
in the work of ridding the streets of limbs and branches and evoked much 
favorable comment from the City of Worcester officials. 


In Brookline there were two major storms, one on September 3 and 
one on November 7, which did much damage. These storms resulted in 
the removal of 12 trees which were damaged beyond repair. Both storms 
-necessitated an unusual amount of trimming and pruning. 


Also an unusual amount of trimming and pruning was required by the 
Street Lighting Division of the Highway Department in connection with 
the installation of new lighting systems on many streets. 


Furthermore at the request of the Trustees of the Walnut Hills Ceme- 
tery we trimmed and pruned all the trees there. As a result of these vari- 
ous demands we were unable to catch up. on our own program of prun- 
ing and trimming as much as we had hoped. 


It is interesting to note that the cost of outside work was credited 
to the Forestry Department as follows: 


Spraying $4,418.10 
Edison Co. 21.42 
Walnut Hills 1,235.57 
Highway Department 5,998.25

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The Health Department hereby submits to you the 
annual report of its activities for the calendar year 1953. This is the 
eighty-ninth annual report of the Department.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


The Health Department program must be a dynamic one. The health 
needs of Brookline are constantly changing, as are the resources and 
methods to meet these needs. Old problems are solved — partially or 
completely — and new ones appear. Furthermore, the people vary in 
the type and amount of health service which they desire. The Health 
Department must continually recognize this multiplicity of factors in 
evaluating its services. No better examples of this need for proper 
evaluation exist than in our planning for the following three major 
Health Department programs: 


1. Evolution of the new Train Memorial Public Health Center as a 
community health center. 

2. Hospitalization of tuberculosis patients. 

3. Effective intradepartmental organization to provide optimal services. 


The construction of the Train Public Health Center is an extremely 
important catalytic agent available to us to stimulate an effective co- 
ordination of a multitude of community health agencies and their pres- 
ent rather independent, unrelated programs. Have we effectively 
utilized this agent? This is to be doubted very seriously. 

In its number of tuberculosis patients, Brookline is already below the 
declining state and national averages. During the year we averaged only 
fifteen patients in our Health Department Hospital. At the end of the 
year, only eight legally settled Brookline residents were receiving treat- 
ment. In view of these conditions, should we continue to operate our 
Hospital at an annual expense to the Town of approximately $85,000? 
Or should we close the Hospital and purchase care from outside sources 
for our tuberculosis patients? 

To provide optimal services, we must have an effective intradepart- 
mental organization. Changing patterns of health and sanitation needs, 
plus the centralizing influence of the new Health Center, necessitate an 
evaluation of present programs. For this reason, the present Acting 
Director is emphasizing Departmental reorganization of present activi- 
ties, and not the development of new programs. 

Advisory Council of Public Health. Under the chairmanship of Mr. 
George C. Houser, the Council continued its general advisory functions, 
which were of particular value to the new Acting Director. Dr. Charles J. 
Kickham was reappointed as a member of the Council. 

Personnel. Dr. Fred Mayes, Director of Public Health since 1950, 
was granted a two year leave of absence, effective June 1, 1953, to serve 
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as Director of the Federal Department of State’s Point Four health 
mission to Pakistan. On June 15, 1953, Dr. Robert H. Hamlin was ap- 
pointed Acting Director to serve during Dr. Mayes’ absence. 

Mr. John E. Connolly, Senior Sanitarian, resigned December 18, 1953. 
This position will not be filled until program demands necessitate. 

The Nutritionist will leave on June 30, 1954, when Simmons College, 
with whom the Department has a contractual agreement, terminates 
its graduate nutrition program. The nutritionist position will not be 
filled until program demands necessitate. | 

To maintain the dynamic nature of the Health Department services, 
our personnel must keep abreast of scientific and program advances. 
Complacency in existing programs and procedures must be resisted to 
the fullest extent. This does not mean that present day services may be 
inadequate — but we must constantly reassure ourselves that we are 
providing the best services possible within the reasonable resources 
available. 

To accomplish these objectives, continued education of our personnel 
is necessary. This includes training on the job, participation in profes- 
sional meetings, and attendance at special courses. As an example of the 
latter type of training, one of our sanitarians attended for three months 
a special course in modern sanitation procedures sponsored at Amherst 
by the University of Massachusetts, the State Health Department, and 
the U.S. Public Health Service. In 1954, we plan to send our laboratory 
technician to a special review course in milk laboratory procedures, and, 
if the opportunity exists, to have another sanitarian enroll in the sanita- 
tion course. Many of our personnel have attended special professional 
society meetings and conferences during the year. This keeps us up-to- 
date — and permits us to compare our programs with those in other com- 
munities. Our own staff conferences further this education process. 

We are fortunate in having excellent personnel in the Health Depart- 
ment. We must maintain this high calibre — and increased staff training 
is, to us, our most effective mechanism to accomplish this.goal. 


Program Planning and Evaluation 


1. With Other Town Departments. No department should operate as 
a separate, independent entity, particularly the Health Department. 
The citizens of Brookline, as a rule, do not recognize the division of serv- 
ices into departmental categories and, furthermore, if proper service is 
to be given, interdepartmental co-operation and action are necessary. 
For this reason, we have co-operated in developing combined programs 
with other departments. The programs vary in their stage of develop- 
ment, but are represented by the following examples: 


a. Proper dental health and an adequately protected milk supply for 
the children in the public schools (School Department). 

b. Effective refuse and garbage collection and efficient utilization of 
the new Town Incinerator, as well as further sanitation protections for 
Brookline citizens (Highway Department). 

c. Requisite protections for the water supply of the Municipal Swim- 
ming Pool (Recreation Department). 

d. First Aid Teams for Civil Defense (Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs, plus the various veteran organizations and the Red Cross). 
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e. Redevelopment of several areas of markedly substandard housing 
(Brookline Housing Authority, Welfare Department, Recreation De- 
partment, Building Department, and voluntary community organiza- 
tions). 

f. Adequate pre-employment examinations for new Town employees 
to protect both the individual and the community (All Departments). 


2. Wauth Other Agencies. 


a. Intercommunity co-ordination among local health departments 
to insure more adequate supervision, both in and out of state, of the 
Metropolitan Boston milk supply (Boston, Cambridge, Newton and 
Quincy Health Departments). 


b. An integrated nursing service for the community. This problem of. 
combining nursing ¢fforts has been recognized for many years; the solu- 
tion still eludes us. The local visiting nurse association has, for the time 
being, declined our offer of quarters with our own limited nursing staff 
in the new Public Health Center. To expand our own nursing staff 
would duplicate efforts — and would ultimately defeat, not assist, in 
promoting the most effective community nursing program which would 
be based on the essential integration of all Brookline public health nurs- 
ing groups. But, even without the physical approximation of nursing 
staffs in a single facility, we are attempting to promote a more co- 
ordinated nursing program among the nursing aut (Visiting Nurse 
Service of the Brookline Friendly Society). 


c. Effective, proper preventive dental and medical services in the new 
Public Health Center, formulated in co-operation with local professional 
groups (Brookline Dental Club, Brookline Medical Club). 


d. A community health council to co-ordinate the many existing 
Brookline health and interested-in-health organizations in order to per- 
mit a unified consideration of health programs and problems (many 
community organizations). 


e. A review of the parochial school health program to determine the 
adequacy with which we are meeting our present responsibility and obli- 
gations to this group of children (St. Mary’s and St. Aidan’s Schools). 


3. Within the Health Department. 


a. Consolidation of personnel and fiscal management to replace the 
former rather inefficient decentralization among the various sub-units of 
the Department. 


b. A review of the Diabetes and Tuberculosis Programs, including 


the preparation of written recommended procedures for proper case 
disposition. 


EXPENDITURES FOR HEALTH IN BROOKLINE 


Utilizing figures on the total expenditures on health of the Brookline 
Health Department (excluding Health Department Hospital expendi- 
tures), the Brookline Public School System, and the Visiting Nurse 
Service of the Brookline Friendly Society, almost $172,800.00 is spent 
on public health services in Brookline. This is approximately $2.88 per 
capita, of which $1.64 is expended by the Health Department.

HEALTH EDUCATION 


Health Education services can be divided into two categories: (1) activi- 
ties within the staff, (2) community activities. 

Staff activities in health education include educational staff confer- 
ences, mental health discussions, and the Health Bulletin. 

In the community, the Health Bulletin brings important health in- 
formation and educational material to the attention of the public. Copies 
are distributed quarterly to all householders in the Town and to many 
outside organizations. 

A mental health survey in Brookline was carried out by the Depart- 
ment and the Massachusetts Department of Mental Health. An exhibit 
was prepared by the Health Department for the Diabetes Fair in Boston, 
describing diabetes case-finding procedures. The Department partici- 
pated in a conference on the planning of the field training of health edu- 
cators. Health education services played a part in the planning of den- 
tal facilities for the new Health Center. 

For the coming year, health education objectives include work with 
groups of interested persons to study, plan, and interpret to the com- 
munity, the proper utilization of the new Health Center. Increased 
staff education programs are also in prospect. 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


The public health nursing service played an active role in the following 
programs: communicable disease, tuberculosis, parochial school health, 
diabetes, premature babies, and dental health. Statistical summaries 
of the nursing services are included in the program discussions. 

During the fall semester, one of the public health nurses took a two- 
hour evening course at Simmons College in ‘School Nursing.’’ She also 
took a week’s course, sponsored by the U.S. Public Health Service, 
Diabetes Section, on ‘‘Patient Education.” 

Written policies for the tuberculosis and diabetes programs are cur- 
rently being written and will be adopted when completed. A more active 
parochial school health program is also being planned. 


NUTRITION 


Nutrition services were offered in: (1) the Diabetes Program through 
staff meetings, classes for diabetics, conferences with individuals referred 
by their personal physicians; (2) the Dental Health Program by partici- 
pating in the Dental Health Committee activities; and (3) the prepara- 
tion of articles for the Health Bulletin. Nutrition counseling was also 
provided through the Brookline Friendly Society by: (1) teaching two 
meetings in each of the six series of classes for prenatal mothers, and 
(2) aiding in the development of a graduated fee scale for Family Service 
clients. The Welfare Department was given limited assistance in plan- 
ning food budgets for several welfare recipients. 


\ 
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Nutrition services should in the future become an integral part of 
many of the health programs when they have been better defined. Plans 
are being made to include nutrition in school health services. It should 
play a part in all personal health services including tuberculosis, chronic 
disease, maternal and child health, and dental health. To be most 
effective, nutrition services should be of a consultant nature. This 
means the nutritionist should work through other personnel — nurses, 
physicians, social workers, teachers and others — to help them to include 
nutrition in all of their health education services. 


INFANT AND CHILD HEALTH 


Premature Infants. Payments totalling $1,102.00 were made to hos- 
pitals for the care of four premature infants in cases where parents were 
unable to meet expenses, as provided in Chapter 111, Section 67C of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts. 

Well Child Services. Weekly conferences, financed by the Health 
Department and conducted by the Visiting Nurse Service of the Brook- 
line Friendly Society, are held for mothers and their children every 
Thursday afternoon and Friday morning at the Friendly Society Center. 
In the Well Baby Conference, staffed by two-well-qualified pediatricians 
in addition to a nurse, all babies attend once a month during the first 
six months of age, every two months until they are eighteen months old, 
and at least once in three months after that until they are two years of 
age, when they are transferred to the Pre-school Conference. Mothers 
may, however, bring babies more often than scheduled if they need help 
with any special problems. Each baby is given a complete physical 
examination by the pediatrician at least every six months. In the Pre- 
school Conference the children are given complete physical examinations 
three times a year, or each time they attend. 

Advice is given in regard to feeding and health habits of the children, 
and the nurse visits the mother and child in the home regularly to see 
that the doctor’s orders are carried out and to check up on the child’s 
progress. All sick babies and pre-schoolers are referred to the family 
physician or the nearby hospital clinics. 

From the time a child reaches two until he is ready to enter school, he 
regularly attends the Dental Clinic at the Pierce Primary School, both 
as a measure of prevention of tooth decay and for dental care if needed.

PAROCHIAL SCHOOL HEALTH 


The Health Department supplied a public health nurse and physician 
to provide school health services to the two parochial schools in Brook- 
line. During the school year physical examinations were done in grades 1, 
3, 5, 8, 10 and 12. The chart summarizes the health problems and the 
follow-up measures taken by the public health nurse to correct them. 
During the year booster doses of combined diphtheria and tetanus were 
given in the high schools.

DENTAL HEALTH 


The Dental Clinic in the Pierce School has a threefold purpose: (1) pre- 
ventive dentistry, (2) relief of pain, and (3) remedial care of existing con- 
ditions. 

Prevention, which is of primary importance, is accomplished by: (1) a 
vigorous education program wherein both the child and accompanying 
parents are given a careful assessment of truthful information concerning 
oral hygiene and nutrition; (2) prophylactic odontotomy; (3) referral of 
patients for corrective and preventive orthodontia, and prosthetic ap- 
pliances (space maintainers and thumb sucking appliances); and (4) ap- 
plication of sodium fluoride. 


Relief of pain is accomplished by use of sedative filling materials or 
by referral of the patient for surgical removal of teeth. 
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Remedial care consists of: (1) treatment and filling of carious teeth; 
(2) removal of food impaction; and (3) oral prophylaxis (removal of 
calculus, correction of periodontal conditions, and cleaning of the teeth).

MENTAL HEALTH 


Mental illness is known to be an important cause of disability, loss of 
productivity, and hospitalization in every community. A survey of 
mental health resources in Brookline, carried out by the Department 
and the Massachusetts Department of Mental Health, indicated that 
further study of facilities for prevention, referral, and treatment of the 
mentally ill is needed. 

As a start, the Massachusetts Mental Health Association has been 
requested to conduct a series of discussions within the Health Depart- 
- ment to acquaint the personnel with the best methods for applying men- 

tal health principles in their work. 

Work with persons and groups in the Town who are interested in 
mental health is also contemplated. 


DIABETES 


Diabetes Clinics were held on Tuesdays from 1:00 to 3:00 P.M. and 
6:30 to 8:00 P.M. until November, when evening clinics were discon- 
tinued in order to use our present personnel more effectively. The pro- 
gram remains primarily a case-finding service, although known diabetics 
may be tested yearly at their physician’s request. Newly discovered 
diabetics are referred to personal physicians for treatment. 

Classes for persons interested in diabetes were held in the fall and 
spring. A total of twenty-eight persons attended.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


General. Home visits were made by the public health nurses to fami- 
lies associated with active tuberculosis for the purpose of insuring proper 
medical supervision, giving information on proper procedures, informing 
new cases of the need for medical care, and educating contacts about 
diagnostic facilities. 

A study of families in the Town in which there was an extended his- 
tory of tuberculosis was made by Ellsworth Y. Ching, a Tufts Medical 
student assigned to the Department during the summer months. No 
special case finding surveys were organized. 


Written procedures and policies on tuberculosis control are now being 
prepared.

COMMUNICABLE DISEASES OTHER THAN TUBERCULOSIS 


Total cases of communicable disease in 1953 decreased considerably 
from the 1952 totals. An outbreak of chicken pox totaling 384 cases ap- 
proached in number the previous high for the period 1943-1952. There 
were seven cases of poliomyelitis, representing a near median year. All 
other communicable diseases decreased in number from the median 
year of the 1943-1952 period. 


Deaths from communicable diseases totaled six in 1952; four from 
tuberculosis and two from other infective and parasitic diseases. 


The following sums were paid to hospitals for the care of patients, ill 
with communicable diseases other than tuberculosis, who were unable 
to meet hospital expenses, as provided by Chapter 111, Section 116, of 
Massachusetts General Laws.

The public health nurse made approximately 600 home visits to in- 
form persons of their responsibilities in maintaining proper quarantine 
procedures.

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ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION 


Routine sanitation programs relating to water supply and sewage 
disposal, housing, milk and food sanitation, insect and rodent control, 
ragweed and poison ivy control, and other miscellaneous activities were 
continued as in previous years. 

Mosquito control activities, carried out by the East Middlesex Mos- 
quito Control Project, of which the Sanitary Engineer is a commissioner, 
were not generally as effective in 1953 as in previous years. The major 
reasons for the unsatisfactory results were: (1) the acquisition by the 
Culex, or house-type mosquito, of a resistance to DDT, and (2) the heavy 
spring rainfall followed by an extremely dry period. The unexpected 
DDT resistance will necessitate additional equipment and personnel 
for the Control Project in 1954 so that more effective methods of control 
may be instituted. The cost of the mosquito control program in 1953 
was $3,050 as compared to $2,100 in 1952 and an estimated $4,000 in 
1954. 

The co-operative program with the Highway Department to improve 
the storage, handling, collection and disposal of garbage and refuse has 
been continued. Sanitation personnel surveyed the various routes in 
the Town with the Highway Department collection crews in order to 
permit more effective planning for improved collections. Further studies 
by outside agencies pertaining to both incinerator operation and collec- 
tion methods are contemplated. Efforts to educate the public to properly 
store and handle garbage and rubbish have not been too effective and 
this program needs to be expanded. 

During the year, efforts have been made jointly by the Health Depart- 
ments of Brookline, Boston, Cambridge, Newton, and Quincy to devise 
a co-operative milk control program. Under consideration in the con- 
templated program are standard regulations, standard report forms, 
standard inspection procedures, division of inspectional responsibility, 
and interchange of inspection reports. 

There was no recurrence in 1953 of the American cockroach infesta- 
tion found in 1952 in public sewer manholes in a limited area of South 
Brookline. 

Sanitation personnel, assisted, as usual, in the inspectional activities 
of the Health and Safety Committee, reported elsewhere in the Town 
Report. 

The veterinarian inspected all domestic food animals and facilities for 
their care within the Town. Thirty-one cattle, nine swine, ten horses 
and eight locations were examined. All animals were found to be free 
of disease. 

There were no cases of rabies in Brookline. During the year, 221 dogs 
were inspected and quarantined for biting, and 110 inspected for rabies. 
Two dog heads were examined for rabies. 


LABORATORY SERVICES 


The type of work and number of samples were approximately the same 
as last year. Samples from the Town water supply were tested weekly, 
as were water samples from the Municipal Country Club, and Beaver 
Country Day School swimming pools during their respective periods of 
operation. 
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The culture medium for the milk samples will be changed in accord- 
ance with the new requirements of Standard Methods. Otherwise, the 
program will remain as at present, weekly testing, including very fre- 
quent sampling of each type of milk sold in the Town. 


Biologicals and mailing outfits supplied by the State Laboratories, for 
the benefit of Brookline physicians, continue to be distributed by the 
Department.

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


The following types of activities were continued: (1) inspection of 
weighing and measuring devices; (2) trial weighings of packaged com- 
modities; and (3) miscellaneous inspections and tests. 

Twenty-one of 2,754 weighing or measuring devices tested were con- 
demned. Some repairs to meet legal standards were deemed impossible. 
Twenty-four were tagged ‘‘Not Sealed,’’ thus prohibiting their use for 
trade until this restriction is removed. 

Of 6,785 trial weighings and measurements of packaged commodities, 
735 were underweight and 118 overweight. 

As a result of the weights and measures program, the following types 
of conditions were corrected: (1) insufficiently filled liquid containers, 
berry baskets and fuel bags, (2) improperly adjusted or worn out filling, 
measuring, counting and carton cutting machines, (3) mislabeling of 
bread and other food, and (4)’the use of undersized cartons. 
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Further activities included the adjustment or condemnation of de- 
fective scales used by peddlers, the enforcement of the peddler’s license 
law, requiring a certificate of weight to be included with each coal deliv- 
ery, the enforcement of laws governing marking of net weight on food 
packages, and the elimination of the sale of inaccurate clinical ther- 
mometers by condemnation and return to the manufacturer. 


VITAL STATISTICS 


Population. The official Federal Census Bureau population for 
Brookline was 57,589 as of April 1, 1950 as compared with 49,786 as of 
April 1, 1940. 


Births. Table I shows for the years 1948 to 1952 the total] births, still- 
births, and live births to Brookline residents, occurring in or out of Brook- 
line, as allocated by the Division of Vital Statistics of the Department 
of the Secretary of State of the Commonwealth.

Statistics for ‘‘Other Diseases of the Circulatory System,” generally 
used as a cause of death classification, are not available but this cause is 
estimated to rank midway in the above table. During 1952, congenital 
malformations, with eleven deaths, and ulcer of the stomach and duode- 
num, with nine deaths, showed substantial increases over previous years. 

Preliminary figures for 1953 indicate no significant deviation from pre- 
vailing specific death rates for major causes of death reported in Table III. 

Table IV shows the causes of death of Brookline residents in 1952 
according to the abbreviated list of fifty causes.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 


The report of our Superintendent giving details with respect to the 
activities of this Department is submitted herewith. 


We desire to point out that the Golf Course continues profitable oper- 
ation even after expending considerable sums for what might be termed 
capital improvements. The excess of revenues over expenses for 1953 
amounted to $7,819.42, an all-time high. 


It is also significant to record the very large use the outdoor recrea- 
tional facilities at Larz Anderson Park are receiving. During the year 
a total of 112 permits covering groups of an indicated total of over 5,000 
people were issued. It has been our policy to give preference in connec- 
tion with exclusive use of these facilities to Brookline groups and by 
far the larger proportion of the above figures represents permits to local 
groups. The use and demand for use indicates that at the earliest oppor- 
tunity further development of the Park area should take place. 


The proposed construction of an outdoor artificial skating rink on the 
flat area between Newton Street and the Antique Automobile Museum 
will bring to this Park a facility which will undoubtedly further increase 
its use. The proposed location is an ideal one in that the necessary me- 
chanical equipment can be housed in the existing building. 


We believe also we should point out that the program of motorizing 
the Department has resulted in the fact that despite substantial increase 
in the areas maintained by this Department our permanent force has 
not increased, and except for a relatively small increase in pay as a 
result of an alteration in the Town pay plan the Department operated 
at substantially the same or less cost over the period of the past three 
years and we hope for 1954 it will be even further reduced. 


In March Mr. G. Storer Baldwin was re-elected to the Board for his 
sixth consecutive term. During the past year Mr. Baldwin has also been 
a member of the Recreation Commission and this association has helped 
to cement the full scale co-operation which the two Departments have 
in connection with the operation and maintenance of the Town’s recrea- 
tional facilities. 


As in past years we append hereto a table recapitulating expenditures 
of the Department on a comparative basis for the last three years and 
showing the receipts for the current year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PARKS 


To the Honorable Board of Park Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: — I respectfully submit the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


The policy of improving by care and construction of all parks, play- 
grounds, public grounds, circles, etc. under our jurisdiction was continued 
during the year. The trend of increased demands for additional facilities 
as well as increased usage of present facilities, which has been on the up- 
swing for some time, continued during the year. 


The Pierce Playground was enlarged and reconstructed during the year. 
The original plans having a one-level area were altered making it a two- 
level area thereby providing an excellent separated and protected small 
tots’ play area away from the ballfield, a separate passive recreation area 

-and a ballfield of sufficient size for elementary grades. The small tots’ — 
area has three 10’x 12’ concrete sand boxes with permanent benches 
adjacent allowing for the parent or guardian to have close supervision 
over the youngsters. A What-Not (a low wall with steps for little ones to 
climb) and a tunnel were constructed immediately adjacent to the sand 
boxes. Small-fry equipment, such as hobby horse swings, baby-chair 
swings, small slides, etc. are now on order and will be installed in the spring 
thereby completing a small tots’ play area, particularly designed for 
eight-year olds and under. Three shuffle board courts were constructed 
with ample benches adjacent providing an area for active recreation for 
all ages. Shuffle board has become very popular and is played more now 
by younger children as well as the older folks. Shuffle board is played at 
other playgrounds on the multiple hard-surfaced play areas; however, 
there are so many diversified games now played on this type of surface 
that I plan to have courts constructed at other locations by our own 
employees during the coming years. The work of construction of the 
playground was accomplished at much less expenditure than anticipated. 
The alteration of the plans and the exceedingly low cost bid for the work 
resulted in a substantial saving to the Town. 


The Dane Land accepted during the year provides for an additional 
eighteen-acre park area. The plan designed and now approved will pro- 
vide for an excellent play field as well as an ideal location for all types of 
recreational activity. Work of stripping the soil in preparation for 
grading the baseball field will begin the first of the year. 


A new asphalt drive was constructed at Larz Anderson Park extending 
from Avon Street around the main house and museum and through out to 
Newton Street. This work corrects a bad situation that existed on the 
older type of drive and will eliminate costly repairs and provide an 
excellent easily maintained area for many years. 


The entire roadway in Riverdale Park from Washington Street through 
to Chestnut Circle was resurfaced with oil emulsion and pea stone during 
the year. This will prevent further cracking and oxidation thereby post- 
poning complete reconstruction. 
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A permanent asphalt walk-was constructed by our own employees in 
Riverdale Park on the pond side from the overpass to Cumberland Road. 


A new surface water drain was constructed at the Baker School Play- 
ground. The surface water formerly spilled over the embankment into 
the swamp area in the lower level. The construction of the new wing of 
the school necessitated the complete diversion of this water to another 
exit. The drain now eliminates all surface water on walks and loam areas 
of the new addition. The baseball diamond was relocated on the new 
enlarged play area thereby allowing for the additional recreational usage. 


A new drive was constructed at the Runkle School and the quadrangle 
was resurfaced. This construction now allows for a drive around all of 
the buildings and the quadrangle provides for an excellent year-round 
school recess area. 


The play equipment for small tots at the Devotion School required 
relocating to allow for the construction of a new wing. The new con- 
struction also removed a section from the play area on the lower level to 
allow for service entrance and parking of the teachers’ cars. 


New modern playground apparatus consisting of hobby horse swings, 
small low slides, miracle whirls (merry-go-rounds) were installed at 
Longwood, Amory, Robinson, Brookline Avenue and Eliot Playgrounds. 
Further installation will continue at other playgrounds during the coming 
year. 

Larz Anderson Park picnic area has been extremely popular. The 
increased demands for this activity necessitated the construction of four 
additional fireplaces. The usage by service, religious, and youth organi- 
zations increased tremendously and many requests could not be accom- 
modated. 


The above normal weather conditions during the winter season again 
interfered in providing winter sports. It was almost impossible to make 
and maintain ice for skating with the fluctuating high temperatures, 
resulting in only seven good skating days during the season. The ski-tow 
was in operation for only four sessions due to the lack of snow. 


Artificial skating rinks are now most popular and at adjacent schools 
and colleges have proven most successful. The Board of Park Commis- 
sioners’ authorization for plans and specifications for the construction 
of an outdoor artificial skating rink has been most welcome. The pre- 
liminary plans now approved and prepared for the Town Meeting will be 
widely acclaimed by the devotees of this sport. The demand for this 
sport has increased tremendously in the past few years and if an artificial 
area for skating was provided the enthusiasm and participation by all age 
groups would be amazing. Lack of adequate facilities has curtailed active 
participation in this sport, but the numbers that do use the areas we now 
provide and the requests made to our office definitely indicate a very 
widespread desire for better facilities. 


The present skating areas particularly at Larz Anderson Park, Eliot 
and Beacon were worked on at every possible opportunity. The few 
days of skating that we did have were primarily at the above mentioned 
locations where floodlighting and music were provided. 

Fishing at the Reservoir again proved to be very popular with all age 
groups. The body of water was stocked with 1,600 trout purchased and 
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received from other agencies. Fishing permits issued were: Adults. . .338, 
Children... .469. 


The new Leaf Machine purchased the past year was by far one of the 
most important additions to our equipment. The ‘Good Roads’”’ Leaf 
Machine vacuums the leaves, breaks them up and packs them in its own 
mobile container thereby accomplishing the work with three men now in 
half the time. With great assistance from the weatherman we were able 
to clean the leaves from all areas for the first time since I have entered the 
Park system. 


The new Hough Payloader has been of tremendous help in loading 
materials and because of its fast mobile action can be sent to all locations 
when needed with great saving of time. 


The Golf Course again had a very large increase in play during the year, 
particularly on weekdays. Prior to this year Wednesdays were the most 
popular weekday; however, every day during the week experienced a 
heavy play even on Mondays which previously was considered an off 
day. A total of near 50,000 rounds of golf was played during the season 
which, I believe, is the maximum that can be accommodated. Playing 
conditions were extremely crowded and long waits resulted at the first 
tee. A new checking-in system was used at starter’s cabin at the first tee. 
A player when reaching the first tee is given a number and as each player 
enters the tee area his number is placed on bracket on the cabin in full 
view of all players. A portable self-contained P.A. system was purchased 
thereby allowing the players waiting their turn to start to practice their 
putting on the green provided and his number is called through the P.A. 
system. 


All available locker space in the Club House was used and to allow for 
the increased demand on locker facilities 62 new lockers were purchased 
this year and all were immediately rented. The authorization by the 
Board for a study and possible plans for alteration and addition is most 
welcome and I believe will assist us to accommodate the increased usage 
and provide for better facilities. 


The gross receipts again increased to an all time high of $53,195.55 for 
the year. There were 521 season permits issued during the year: resi- 
dent 354 and non-resident 167 which includes 64 children permits ac- 
counting in all for $16,385 of the total receipts. Therefore, it is the daily 
fees, constituting 69% of the total. 


The Oakes Tournament for the championship of the Town in the 
various divisions was again held with a record 117 entries necessitating 
an additional flight making a total of five flights. 


The women’s golf tournament was also held during the same period and 
proved very successful for the first time. While only 16 ladies entered 
this year’s tournament, I believe it will become more popular another 
year with the use of handicaps, especially when I will handicap the players 
especially one who plays as well as the better than average male golfer. 
Next year I plan to provide for a junior golf division of the tournament 
thereby keeping younger golfers in separate flights and providing com- 
petition amongst this group. 


The Brookline Golf Club, sometimes called the Inner Club, both ladies 
and men, functioned exceedingly well during the year and sponsored 
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many tournaments which provided for increased competitive match play. 

May I express my thanks to all of our employees for the excellent 
co-operation during the year resulting in a very modern efficient operating 
unit keyed to the increased demands of the Department. I offer my 
sincere appreciation to the members of the Board of Park Commissioners 
for their complete understanding and tremendous assistance in working 
out the many problems of the Department.

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REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD 


The Water Board respectfully submits its seventy-eighth annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1953. 

At the annual election held on March 3, 1953, Earl A. Umlah, Esq., 
was elected to the Water Board for a period of three years, until 1956. 
The Board organized on March 6, 1953, re-electing Timothy J. Burke 
as its Chairman, this being his fifty-third year as a member of the Board, 
and his twenty-ninth consecutive year as its Chairman. 

The Board appointed Lawrence E. Hanson, Registrar and Clerk of the 
Water Board, and Kenneth W. Robie, Superintendent of Works. 

Commissioner William D. Paine attended his last Board session, prior 
to his expressed desire to retire from active participation, on February 
27, and that meeting was devoted primarily to a personal tribute to him 
for his many years of service to the Town as a member of the Water 
Boardfand to the recognition, in his presence, of the happiness which 
has been brought into countless lives by his effusive flow of good will 
toward all. He has left this Board with no lingering sadness imparted 
to any of us, but rather with gratitude in our hearts that we have been 
privileged to have served with him for so long a time for the best interests 
of our fellow citizens, as it was given to us to perceive those needs and to 
meet them. 

Early in the year, on advice of Town Counsel and for the purpose of 
/ protecting the Town, it was deemed advisable that liability insurance 
be taken out on the Cow Bay properties where formerly stood the well- 
fields and pumping station, and, accordingly, the buildings were properly 
closed in and the men formerly on duty withdrawn. 

The Board was represented at Legislative hearings on bills proposed 
for increase of Metropolitan District Commission rates to member com- 
' munities, early in the year, by its Registrar, at which time it became 
clear that the municipalities affected desired to give concerted considera- 
tion to whatever legislation was proposed. As has been well known to 
this Board for many years, the mounting deficit of MDC each year was 
becoming a real financial problem, and one that required, in its opinion, 
close study and formidable action. The Registrar at once communicated 
the general outline of the situation to the Board of Selectmen for their 
official information. 

On March 6, the Board and its staff attended the first meeting of com- 
munity members of the Metropolitan District Water Supply System, at 
Newton City Hall, for the purpose of integrating community activity 
and investigation of the facts, as fully as possible. Commissioner Hamil- 
ton, of this Board, was named a member of the committee to study 
Metropolitan Water Costs, thus bringing to bear for the benefit of the 
member communities his wide experience in engineering. Much inten- 
sive study of data furnished by MDC and others required the concerted 
effort of both Commissioner Hamilton and members of our staff, the 
Superintendent and Registrar, over a period of about three months, so 
that the progressive evolvement of what finally became enacted law was 
carefully watched and analyzed and discussed by this Board, in conjunc- 
tion with other interested local Boards and the Taxpayers’ Association, 
from the beginning. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 151 


While, broadly speaking, an increase of Metropolitan water rates was 
hardly surprising to this Board, it was gratifying, indeed, that this fact 
has not resulted in a passing on of the increase of the Brookline water 
takers at this time. When the $40 per million gallon rate was established 
for MDC water in 1945, we felt it would be only a question of time when 
upward adjustment would be required. We did not, therefore, then recom- 
mend any reduction of our water rates. Instead, we gradually integrated 
our policies for the eventual shift over to full MDC supply, by merely 
maintaining our pumping station and well fields in a working condition 
which would readily lend itself to abandonment when the time came. 
As a result, now that the pumping station has been shut down, and the 
crews transferred to MDC as required by law, the long range plans of 
this Board have borne fruit, for the aggregate charges of the pumping 
and filtration divisions nearly equal the newly imposed MDC water rate, 
with the result that the total outlay by the Town is not greatly increased, 
and the revenue from our existing water rate seems adequate, at this 
time and under the conditions, with no upward trend unless some ele- 
ment of outgo or of income drastically changes the picture. 

One by-product of the activities of the Committee on which Mr. 
Hamilton was a member deserves special mention: The spirit of open 
and frank discussion by the Metropolitan District Commission, itself, 
with member communities, of its plans and proposals for the future. In 
that concept lies much of promise for the development of MDC’s prog- 
ress, for it can be made to remove any misunderstanding and yet afford 
the leavening of constructive criticism. In fact much is hopeful, for the 
good of all, for it recognizes that both MDC and its member municipali- 
ties have problems which are inter-related and mutually dependent. 

On November first, James J. Magee, an employee of this department 
was retired for accidental disability. It was VOTED: that the clerk 
transmit to Mr. Magee the appreciation of this Board for his long and 
faithful service and to express to him the hope that his retirement may 
bring to him many pleasant rewards in the years to come. 

During the year, warrants for the commitment of water rates, exten- 
sion and maintenance charges were filed with Albert P. Briggs, Collector 
for the Town of Brookline, as follows:

(Of the water rates committed, the equivalent of 

97 per cent were collected during the year). 


In addition thereto, the Department supplied water to various Town 
departments during the year for an aggregated metered consumption 
valued at $20,889.96. Hence, the potential earnings of the Department 
for the year were $480,814. 71. The report of the Superintendent is at- 
tached.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., 
December 31, 1952. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen: — I hereby submit the seventy-eighth annual report for 
the year ending December 31, 1953. 


The land and buildings formerly used for water supply purposes com- 
prising 400 acres in West Roxbury, Dedham and Needham are still 
held by the Town. 


After all equipment was removed, the watchmen were transferred as 
laborers to Brookline and public liability insurance was placed on the 
property in February and the buildings boarded up and secured. This 
property is inspected at least once a week and the Boston Police Depart- 
ment have a key and patrol the property regularly. This property, now 
under the jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen has been shown many 
times to prospective buyers, and after certain technicalities have been 
ironed out will be sold soon to the best advantage of the Town. 


The spheroidal tank was scraped and painted, and by waiting until 
near the end of the season when work was slack, a very low bid 
of $8,450.00 was obtained from the General Painting and Maintenance 
Corporation, a saving of $5,000.00 over the cost of the job in 1947. 


The Reservoir on Singletree Hill was drained and cleaned and control 
valves installed. The concrete outside wall was drilled out where it had 
been cracked and spalled preparatory to guniting next year, and the con- 
crete steps rebuilt. Next year the chain link fence around this property 
will be painted. : 


At the pipe yard on Pearl Street, the stock was re-arranged, the fence 
painted, vines planted and new storage sheds built, resulting in better 
functional use and improved appearance. 


A great deal of work had to be done by this department in connection 
with the resurfacing of the Worcester Turnpike and Harvard Street, 
relaying old pipes and resetting street castings. 


The MDC is laying a 30-inch main from the main on Sears Road to 
the new pumping station on Newton Street. We are doing considerable 
work in connection with this job, lowering our mains in six places, mov- 
ing hydrants and removing old service pipe. 


Hydraulic studies are being made on some of the mains to determine 
their adequacy for fire flows and which ones should be cleaned and lined. 


Two 11% ton trucks with special bodies designed, one for hydrant work, 
the other for main pipe work were purchased. Also an air compressor 
and sedan were turned in and replaced. The department has 17 pieces 
of automotive equipment and four trailer air-compressors. 
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The program initiated several years ago for the replacement of old 
and inefficient water meters has been continued, some days as many as 
three crews were at work on this. This will continue next year. 


The usual breaks in mains, service pipes and hydrants were taken 
care of promptly to avoid property damage and loss of water. Many 
leaks are found before they actually show up by our semi-annual inspec- 
tion of the system with instruments designed to locate unseen leaks. 


Under the direct supervision of competent foremen, two field crews 
work on main pipe, hydrant and gate installation and repairs, two on 
installation and repair of service pipes, fountains, repair leaks, raise street 
castings for resurfacing jobs. One crew on leak inspection and complaints 
on water bills. One crew answers calls for turning water off and on for 
plumber, or in case of a broken service. There are always two men on 
duty after hours to answer emergency calls. There is also a foreman in 
charge of all stock and fittings and a mechanic who keeps the trucks, 
compressors and other equipment in working order. All meters are stored, 
repaired and tested at our modern meter shop. 


There follows statistical data on valuation, consumption, distribution 
systems and reservoirs.

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HEATING AND LIGHTING PLANT 


December 31, 1953. 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — I respectfully submit the annual report as your Agent 
for the Heating and Lighting Plant for the year ending December 31, 
1953. 


At the Annual Town Meeting last March, your Agent and the Town 
Engineer, after consulting with a heating engineer, submitted a report 
recommending modernizing the plant in two stages. The first stage in- 
volved the expenditure of $42,000.00 to convert all motor driven equip- 
ment from D.C. to A.C. current and buying the A.C. current from the 
Edison Company, and the installation of steam flow meters. This pro- 
posal was turned down and the Moderator appointed a committee of 
five to study the matter further. On June 22, your Agent, the Town 
Engineer and the Consulting Engineer were asked by the Committee 
to meet with them and discuss the plant operation. It was unanimously 
decided to ask the Advisory Committee for funds to purchase and install 
the steam flow meters, which your Agent did on July 16. Plans and speci- 
fications were drawn up and bids opened on August 31. The low bidder 
was the J. W. Praught Company, who were awarded the contract on 
September 21, and started work on November 25, being delayed by slow 
delivery of meters. Three of the meters will not be delivered until the 
middle of January, 1954. After these are installed they will be read daily 
to determine the distribution and losses of steam and electricity. These 
readings should continue for about one year to get accurate figures on 
seasonal variations. 


Several modern plants were inspected during the year by your Agent 
including the Newton High School plant, Christian Science plant on 
Boylston Street and the Walworth Manufacturing Company plant in 
South Boston. 


Several repair jobs were done by outside contractors, including re- 
fractory repairs on four boilers, rebabbiting of the pistons on No, 1 en- 
gine, regrinding steam valve on No. 2 engine, regrinding of main valves 
on No. 4 boiler and repair on water end of No. 1 feed pump.

Gentlemen: — The Brookline Housing Authority submits this report of 
its activities, receipts and expenditures for the year ending December 31, 
1953, pursuant to the provisions of section 26 U of the Housing Authority 
Law. : 


On January 14, 1953, the members of the Authority re-elected Benja- 
min A. Trustman, Chairman; Frank D. Harrington, Vice-Chairman; 
Lucius T. Hill, Treasurer; Peter M. McCormack, Assistant-Treasurer and 
Theresa ]. Morse, Assistant-Secretary. At the election on March 3, 1953, 
Theresa J. Morse was elected to serve the unexpired term of A. Davis 
-. Baker, expiring in March, 1954. 


On August 6, 1953, the Authority made a $7,219.17 payment in lieu of 
taxes for 1952 to the Town of Brookline, based upon the formula set forth 
in section 26 R of the Housing Authority Law, namely 5% of the shelter 
rent collected. 


In March, 1953, the Authority’s Fiscal Agent received $74,095.87 from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as its proportionate share of sub- 
sidy for the year. 


The Authority now has 291 tenants paying an average shelter rent of 
$41.01 per month. Income admission limits for those with one child or 
none is $3,250; with two children $3,375 and three or more children 
$3,500. Continued occupancy limits are $3,750, $3,875 and $4,000 re- 
spectively. During the year 1953, there were 96 new applications for 
tenancy received while 58 tenants vacated their apartments during this 
same period. 


On February 13, 1953, the office of the Brookline Housing Authority 
was moved from the Town Hall to its new quarters and is now located 
at 226 High Street, in the High Street project. 
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At the December 9, 1953 meeting of the Brookline Housing Authority 
the matter of housing for aged couples was discussed and the Executive 
Director was instructed to make inquiry as to the feasibility of such a 
plan and possible locations. A tentative application was filed with the 
State Housing Board on December 15, 1953. 


Reports of receipts and expenditures for the year ending December 31, 
1953, are attached hereto and made part hereof.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1953 


Conferences with the Staff 
A substantial part of the School Committee’s time and thought must 


inevitably be given to the ‘‘business’’ affairs of the school system. What 
may be regarded as the ‘‘educational’’ program is never out of the minds 
of individual members but has received formal attention in Committee 
meetings only intermittently. The Committee feels so strongly its re- 
sponsibility for every phase of school work that it has entered upon a 
policy of holding a series of special meetings, open to the public, at which 
directors, heads of departments, and staff committee chairmen have the 
opportunity to tell about their work, explain their objectives and needs, 
‘and answer the questions of School Committee members. 

During the past year ten fields of interest have been explored. These 
were: mathematics, science, child placement, handwriting, business, 
music, art, dental health, Latin, and modern languages. Reports of these 
meetings are on file and will be made available to any interested citizen. 
The holding of conferences with the staff has proved so enlightening that 
it will be continued. The Committee appreciates the interest which 
parents and others have shown through their attendance and their 


questions. 


Dental Health 


At the meeting at which the Brookline Dental Health Committee was 
present, Dr. Leonard B. Green, the Chairman, presented a report of the 
-dental survey which was made the previous year and discussed the func- 
tions of the Dental Health Committee. The suggestion was made that a 
program of dental health education be inaugurated in the schools com- 
mencing at the fourth-grade level; and that a dental hygienist be em- 
ployed to assist in the education of the teachers and to correlate the 
program. It was further suggested that a dental examination of every 
child be included in the periodic physical examinations. The School 
Committee is interested in these recommendations and will endeavor to 
determine what it is best to do about them. 


Handwriting 

The Committee has spent considerable time on the subject of hand- 
writing. In March Miss Mary K. Carter, Chairman of the Handwriting 
Committee, reported in writing and discussed with the Committee the 
history of manuscript writing, research in that field, and the program now 
in use in our schools. In general it was stated that the manuscript form of 
writing is helpful in the teaching of reading, is at least as fast as cursive 
writing and more legible; also that in the years after handwriting is 
taught formally (in our schools, that would be after the sixth grade) 
legibility is far better maintained in the manuscript than in the cursive 
writing. 
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About this time complaints were received from some parents that their 
children could not read letters written to them in the cursive style. They 
argued also that, since the cursive style is generally taught throughout the 
United States, it should be taught in the schools of Brookline, at least 
after the second or third grade. 

Under our course of study, the reading of cursive writing (the tradi- 
tional joined-letter handwriting) is taught beginning in the fourth grade. 
Each monthly lesson plan includes training and practice in the reading of 
cursive writing, as well as in the writing of signatures in cursive style. 
This training is carried on through the reading of instructions written on 
the blackboard in cursive writing, together with periodic checking of 
pupils to determine their ability to read cursive writing and to sign their 
names. Pupils who enter our schools with a skill in cursive writing are not 
required to change to the manuscript form, but are given help with their 
type of handwriting. 

The matter remained in the hands of the Subcommittee on Instruction 
for several months. Hearings were held, communications were received, 
and every effort was made to learn whatever facts there were that would 
indicate to the School Committee a sound policy. In November the Sub- 
committee submitted a unanimous report with the following recommen- 
dations: 


1. The present system of handwriting as taught in the Brookline 
Schools should be continued. 

2. An optional course in cursive handwriting be offered beginning at 
the seventh-grade level. 

3. An intensification of the present program of the reading of cursive 
writing. 

4. Continued evaluation of the subject of handwriting over an ex- 
tended period. 

The matter is still pending before the School Committee which expects 

to announce its decision shortly. 


The Welfare of Pupils 


Prompted by a request from the Recreation Commission for a state- 
ment of the School Committee’s policy regarding the attendance of pupils 
of high school age at recreational activities conducted in school buildings 
under the direction of the Recreation Commission, it was voted to adopt 
the following policy: 


The School Committee does not look with favor upon the use of school 
buildings for recreational purposes after 6 p.m. on nights before school 
days when the membership of the group is composed of pupils who are 
attending elementary or high school. In the case of High School 
students, exceptions may be made for groups when approved by the 
Superintendent of Schools or for individual High School students when 
approved by the Headmaster. 


It has been proposed more than once that pupils be used to assist in the 
contro! of traffic, on the sidewalks in the vicinity of schools. The staff 
Committee on Safety and the School Committee’s Subcommittees on 
Hygiene and Public Relations have studied the problem thoroughly and 
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have submitted an unfavorable report. They cite the six types of major 
school patrols described in ‘“The Expanding Role of School Patrols,” a 
report by the National Committee on Safety Education of the National 
Education Association (1953) — building patrol, bus patrol, civil defense 
patrol, exit-drill patrol, playground patrol, and traffic patrol. Five of 
these we already have, the only one not in use being traffic patrol, which, 
writes the Safety Committee, “‘we question as to its safety.” 


The reasons for opposing traffic patrol duties for Brookline children 
are: 


1. The responsibility is too great to entrust to a child. 

2. The child’s judgment is not sufficiently mature to cope with rapidly 
changing traffic conditions. 

3. The safety of the child on the street is a matter of public safety in 
general and as such is the responsibility of the organized safety 
officers. 

4. When a child crosses the street under the direction of a street patrol 
boy, the school assumes a responsibility which legally it may not 
have a right to assume. 

The School Committee wishes to cooperate in every way possible with 
the Police Department, but believes that it is properly the function and 
responsibility of the Police Department to furnish whatever traffic control 
is necessary to insure the safety of pupils on the way to and from school. 


Modernization of Heating Plants 
The Baldwin and Sewall Schools have now been supplied with modern 
heating equipment, using oil asa fuel. The Devotion and Driscoll Schools 
are receiving whatever attention is necessary in connection with the 
additions and alterations now in process. The Heath School alone has a 


coal-fired furnace, and that will be replaced as soon as needed alterations 
have been made. 


The Devotion and Driscoll Schools 


Construction now going on in both the Devotion and Driscoll Schools 
will provide new classrooms for the primary grades and modern facilities 
in the existing parts of these buildings. Ground was broken on April 17 at 
Devotion School as alterations and additions to cost in the vicinity of 
$935,000 got underway. On May 5 work began on the Driscoll School 
alterations and addition, the cost of which will be about $809,000. 

An addition to the Driscoll School site will be needed to offset the land 
used for the new wing of the building. Even with the land presently 
sought, the size of the school site, approximately 334 acres, will be far less 
than the 121% acres which the Massachusetts School Building Assistance 
Commission recommends as a standard. The terrain in that vicinity, 
however, makes the reaching of that standard extremely unlikely. 


Lunchroom Employees 


Lunchroom employees of the School Committee were placed within the 
Civil Service classification, as a result of a representation of the State 
Director of Civil Service, following an opinion of the Superior Court of 
Essex County, and confirmation by the Town Counsel of Brookline as to 
its applicability to our situation. 
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Organization 
At the annual Town election, Thomas P. Kendrick, Florence Palmer 
Peabody, and Carl C. Seltzer were re-elected to serve until March, 1956. 
At its organization meeting in March, the School Committee re-elected 
Thomas P. Kendrick as Chairman and Helen V. O’Brien as Secretary.

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At the end of the fiscal year there was returned to the Town in unused 
balances in regular appropriations a record total of $56,579.67 as follows: 
General Control, $3,954.64; Instructional Service, $36,083.82; Operation 
of Plant, $9,077.62; Maintenance of Plant, $637.78; Auxiliary Agencies, 
$46.22; Pensions, $3,341.60; Capital Outlay, $909.65; and State-aided 
Vocational Classes (Adult), $2,528.34. In addition, a total of $4,286.23 
was returned in special appropriations, as follows: Out-of-State Travel,

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1953 


The Parents 

One of the most important factors in the life of the school child is the 
relationship between his parents and his teachers. If the relationship is 
honest, healthy, and friendly, the chances for the child to succeed in his 
school life are good; if not, the child’s chances of success are immeasurably 
reduced. The school is an extension of the home; it is charged by the 
community with specific educational functions. In order to carry out 
these functions there must be mutual respect between parents and 
teachers. A child needs the security of knowing that his parents and 
teachers are working together for his welfare. He needs to live in an 
educational climate that is warm and friendly; he must feel this atmos- 
phere emanate from the home to the school and from the school to the 
home. 

A parent-teacher association is a way to establish mutual respect 
between parents and teachers. This association must be more than an 
organization with a constitution, officers, and a good program of activities. 
It will consist, in part, of the formal program and the necessary organiza- 
tion. More than that, it is a living thing composed of the day-by-day as- 
sociations of parents and the teachers to whom parents have entrusted 
the education of their most precious possession, their children. In these 
daily associations there must be a willingness to work together, a desire to 
welcome the ideas of others, a forthright effort to solve common problems, ° 
and the courage to correct mistakes and make intelligent compromises. 

The formal part of a parent-teacher association affords countless oppor- 
tunities for parents and teachers to meet on a common ground to work 
_ together and to know and enjoy one another as individuals. The so-called 

formal activities are, as well, a media for discussing the role of the school 
and the role of the home, deciding just which responsibilities and decisions 
are to be allocated to the school, which are the primary concern of the 
home, where the two overlap, and what policy to follow when they may 
come into conflict. 

The purpose of all parent-teacher organizations is well stated in the 
by-laws of the Runkle School group: ‘‘The purpose of this organization 
shall be to develop between school and home such cooperative and united 
efforts as will secure for the child a happy and constructive educative 
experience.” 

Most of our parent-teacher organizations are independent of any state 
or national affiliations and of one another. They feel that the best way to 
fulfill their purpose is to concentrate on the local needs, and of these they 
have found an abundance. 

Several of the parent-teacher groups have helped immeasurably in edu- 
cating the community to the need for building additions and renovations. 
They have been significant factors in establishing libraries in all our ele- 
mentary schools. They have worked hard to evaluate present methods of 
reporting to parents and to improve our report cards. And they have 
had teas, room mothers’ meetings, parents’ institutes, and distinguished 
speakers from outside our school system. 
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During the past year the Runkle School had as its guest and speaker 
Dr. Florence Kluckholm of Harvard, and at its next meeting will hear 
Dr. Mary Ellen Goodman of Wellesley College on ‘‘Race Awareness in 
Young Children.’”’ Driscoll School enjoyed Dr. Mark Murfin of Boston 
University School of Education at its November meeting, and 400 Baker 
School parents listened with enthusiasm to Dr. Herold Hunt, Charles W. 
Eliot Professor of Education, Harvard University, whose subject was 
“Working Together for Boys and Girls.” 


The Runkle School’s Committee for Family Living has sponsored three 
annual institutes. The first consisted of six sessions, at each of which a 
speaker discussed some phase of child behavior. The second, with four 
sessions, comprised panel discussions on emotional problems. The third, 
held during the present school year, is a single workshop session con- 
cerned with ‘‘Parents in Search of Self-Confidence.” 

Two of the schools are having meetings this year at which the Principal 
seeks to interpret the school to the parents and teachers. Dr. Donald F. 
Lytle, focusing attention on one grade level at a time, is dealing with such 
practical subjects as ‘‘Reading Opens the Door,” ‘‘Developing Reading 
Skills,” “Bringing the Three R’s into Focus,” ‘‘Behavior Patterns,” and 
‘Anxious Is the Word.”’ Dr. Ethel M. Jenkins, who this year begins her 
work as Principal of the Heath and Baldwin Schools, addressed her 
parents at the fall meeting on ‘‘The Earmarks of a Good Educational 
Program.” Later in the year Dr. Archie E. Hendricks, Assistant Super- 
intendent of Schools, will speak on ‘‘Curriculum Development.”’ 


The Lincoln-Sewall School organization is known as the Parent-Teacher 
Council. Already, in the short period of a year or two, this new organiza- 
tion has found a substantial increase in the number of parents taking an 
active interest in the progress of their children. Atarecent Family Night, 
at which supper was served, the number of fathers equalled the number of 
mothers attending, a record almost without precedent, I understand, in 
any kind of parent-teacher group. On the program of the current school 
year is a panel meeting to discuss the responsibilities of parents and an- 
other to learn about resources in the metropolitan area available for both 
the school and the home. Scouting activities for both boys and girls are a 
major responsibility assumed by this Parent-Teacher Council. 


Two elementary schools which have found informal relationships with 
parents satisfactory heretofore are in the process of creating more formal 
organizations. In the Lawrence School last spring a questionnaire was 
used to determine the opinion of parents concerning an organization. 
From 373 inquiries sent to all the homes represented in the School, 234 
replies were received. Some kind of organization was favored by 185 of 
these. The Pierce School, which for many years has had a valuable 
Mothers’ Club, is now interested in a parent-teacher organization which 
will include both parents. Parents and teachers in both schools are in the 
process of preparing by-laws as a preliminary step to stronger, more com- 
prehensive, and more useful organizations. Good work has been done in 
these schools, as it has in all our elementary schools, particularly in pro- 
moting safety, room mother activities, community relations and scouting, 
and in appointing persons to attend School Committee meetings and to 
participate in the local Council for the Public Schools. Now the time has 
come to strengthen that which has proved to be good. 
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The High School believes its problem to be a little different from that 
of the elementary schools. It finds the use of voluntary groups of parents 
to accomplish specific purposes very satisfactory and looks skeptically 
upon a comprehensive parent-teacher organization for a large secondary 
school. Whether valid and powerful contacts between faculty and 
parents can be maintained in this way, time and experience will tell. As 
evidence that such a plan is workable the Headmaster cites the assistance 
of various parent groups in initiating and evaluating the human relations 
classes and the experimental seminar groups in the social studies and in 
mathematics. He calls attention to the committee of parents which 
planned a trip for 25 students to Wayne, Pennsylvania, and the committee 
which organized the feeding and housing of 600 boys and girls coming 
from all over New England to participate in the New England Music 
Festival. And again Dr. Andree mentions the part which parents play as 
guests of the students in the extraclassroom activities, particularly in 
their attendance and participation in school dances. It is good that in 
Brookline there is room for a variety of opinion. 

The United States Office of Education has announced that parent- 
teacher associations throughout the country now report 7,953,000 mem- 
bers — double their membership of 1946. Today in 8,000 communities, 
the announcement continues, lay citizen committees are working on 
educational problems with local school boards and administrators — 
more than eight times as many as were known in the National Citizens 
Commission for the Public Schools in 1950. 

Fortunately we have such a lay citizen committee in Brookline: the 
Brookline Council for the Public Schools. The local Council is in the 
second year of its existence and evidences keen and varied interests in ° 
school affairs. There is every reason to expect it to be a tower of strength 
for the Brookline schools. 


The Teachers 


At a time like the present when a shortage of qualified teachers 
threatens to sap the strength of our country’s schools, I feel that I should 
report frequently concerning the condition of our own teaching staff. 
Constant attention to the quality of the general education and the per- 
sonal and professional background of those who join our staff, and to the 
continuing in-service training of those who remain with us is the best 
single means by which the calibre of our teachers, and consequently of our 
schools, can be maintained. ‘This is a responsibility which must be 
shared by both professional and lay people, and in Brookline it is shared 
with the utmost fidelity to the Town’s interests. 

We cannot hope to have people of high quality from whom to select our 
future teachers, however, unless we give positive encouragement to 
superior young people to prepare themselves for teaching careers, and 
unless we give practical support to state-wide efforts to improve the 
quality of teacher preparation. 

The criticism has been leveled at the teaching profession that those of 
intellectual power and imagination and resourcefulness (from whom our 
leaders come) are not entering the profession in sufficient numbers. That, 
I believe, is true, but the criticism should be directed not at the teachers 
but at those whom we elect to responsible governing positions at all 
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levels. With some worthy exceptions, our state and national leaders and 
those with prestige in our communities are not using their influence to 
increase the number of outstanding young people who choose teaching asa 
life work; nor are they encouraging substantially increased appropriations 
for teacher training. Among the exceptions, I mention the National 
Citizens Commission for the Public Schools, and the state and local 
councils for the public schools. I mention also the unpaid special com- 
mission authorized by the State Legislature and appointed in 1953 to 
study the state teachers’ colleges, ‘“‘their capacity to meet present and 
prospective requirements for teachers in the public schools of the Com- 
monwealth,’”’ and other related matters, and report to the Legislature. 
One of the members of this commission is Mrs. Alan R. Morse of Brook- 
line. Because we are in a comparatively favorable position to secure as 
good teachers as are available, we must not think that we are making 
adequate provision for our future needs unless we are bending all our 
efforts toward guaranteeing more and better teachers for the future. And 
that future is not very far away. 

We had on our staff at the close of 1953 326 teachers, including princi- 
pals and directors. Of this number, 86, or 26 per cent, are men. That is 
not enough, but is a situation forced upon us, and upon other school 
systems, by the totally inadequate supply of superior men in teaching. 
We believe in paying men and women on the same basis for similar work, 
yet we do not consider that society obliges men to assume the responsi- 
bility for supporting more persons than women are ordinarily required to 
support. We talk vaguely of family allowances as a means of removing 
the natural inequity between the salaries of men and women, yet we do 
not, in Brookline or elsewhere, come to a satisfactory solution of the 
problem. Until we do, and I do not refer to the local situation alone, we 
must not expect to secure anywhere near as many men as women of the 
quality we should require for our children. ‘This is a serious matter: 
children need capable men, as well as capable women, for their teachers. 


We do have stability in our teaching staff, I am glad to report, for 70 
per cent of the teachers have been with us five years or more. Twenty of 
326 teachers have taught in Brookline more than 30 years. It is not 
probable that we could have a better situation than this. 


On the other hand, we replace ten per cent of our staff each year and 
many of those replaced have been with us less than five years. This is due, 
in large part, to our finding that many of the best teachers available in 
recent years have been young married women who are living in this 
vicinity temporarily while their husbands are studying in nearby colleges 
or who become unable to continue because of approaching maternity. 
Many of these young women come from other parts of the country, and 
while they remain only a short time, they greatly enrich our children with 
their extensive and varied experiences. In general, we do better to em- 
ploy these young women than to hire those without previous experience, 
and it is probable that the inexperienced ones would prove no less 
transient. 

Fortunately we are able to assist in the training of many young men and 
young women who do their student teaching in Brookline. These young 
people are carefully guided not only by our teachers but also by their 
teachers in the training institutions, and, as a result, we help in raising the 
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standards of the profession and sometimes help to train a person whom 
later we add to our staff. 


The average age of our teachers, both men and women, is 43 years. The 
range is from 22 years to more than 70. 


Two teachers are on military leave of absence, one serving in the navy 
and one in the air corps. Two are on sabbatical leave of absence and are 
studying to improve themselves professionally; and one is teaching in 
Derbyshire, England, from which we have a high school teacher in ex- 
change. These sabbatical leaves to study and travel and these exchange 
teacher arrangements are of great value in strengthening our teaching 
staff. 

The average salary of all our teachers, administrators (except the 
Superintendent, Assistant Superintendent, and Headmaster of the High 
School) is $5,094. This includes additional compensation as paid in 
December. Twelve years ago the average was $2,460. That shows 107 
per cent of increase, which seems large until it is compared with the 199 
per cent of increase in the weekly wages of factory employees. Have 
teachers really gained in their incomes, or have they been outdistanced by 
a depreciated dollar and the greater increases of other workers? 


As recently as 1945 no kindergarten teacher in Brookline received more 
than $2,500; today none receives less than $3,100. In 1945 no teacher in 
the first six grades received more than $2,500; today none receives less 
than $3,400, and the highest paid teacher in those grades receives $5,700. 
Administrators’ and directors’ salaries stopped at $4,300 in 1945; today 
the highest paid receive $7,500. I cite these figures as evidence of progress 
in keeping with the changing times. They are not excessive salaries: . 
merely sufficient to keep us for the present in a fairly favorable competi- 
tive status in relation to other communities. Doubtless we should be less 
concerned with this kind of competition than with competition against 
the world to put the highest grade men and women into our classrooms. 


The Children 


Ve The average membership in all schools for the school year which ended 
in June, 1953 was 6,592, which exceeds all previous figures. Of these, 4,803 
were in the elementary schools, an average yearly gain of 45 during the 
past ten years. Our estimates of future growth suggest that there will be 
another average annual gain of 45 pupils during the next ten years. With 
the completion of the Devotion and Driscoll School additions the working 
capacity of our buildings should equal the enrolment. Before long, plans 
should be made to provide further accommodations, and it now appears 
that the first step would be to increase the capacity of the Heath School 
from 250 to 500. This was explained in the School Committee’s report for 
1952: 


The average membership at the High School in 1952-53 was 1,789, the 
lowest it has been for 20 years. On the other hand, we expect an increase 
of 600 students during the next ten years, and we have the physical 
accommodations to take care of that number. 

The current rate of increase in our schools is far less than that in 
neighboring communities. The reasons are not difficult to find: the large 
number of apartment houses and the comparatively high cost of renting 
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or owning homes in Brookline. The burden of supporting public educa- 
tion here is, therefore, comparatively smaller than that which many other 
communities are experiencing. 

I have called attention previously to the mobility of our school popula- 
tion, and J think the matter of sufficient importance to refer to it again. 
During the 12 months preceding last September 30 we admitted 571 
children from other communities, approximately ten per cent less than in 
the previous year. Of these, 401 came from a nearby community and 29 
from Massachusetts outside the metropolitan area; 141 came from outside: 
the State. On the other hand, we lost 294 to nearby communities, 48 to 
other places in Massachusetts, and 174 to other states. The net loss to 
other states may, as | noted last year, be significant. 

We received during the year 100 pupils from privately-supported 
schools, 55 of them from church-related schools. We transferred 208 to 
private schools, of whom 51 left after the kindergarten year to go to 
church-related schools not offering kindergarten instruction and 70 others 
went to church-related schools from other grades. The High School 
received more than half of those coming from private schools and lost less 
than one quarter of those who went from our schools to private schools. 


I am pleased to announce a new low in the percentage of grade repeti- 
tion in our elementary schools. Last June only 80 pupils out of 4,745, or 
1.69 per cent, failed to be promoted; and this was accomplished in a year 
in which the general achievement level was increased slightly over that of 
1948, the year of the previous low in percentage of failure. The classroom 
teachers, the principals, and the parents are worthy of congratulation 
because of this exceptional achievement. Thanks belong also to our 
Director of Child Placement, Dr. James R. Hobson, and his staff, without 
whose vigilance and effective service these results would not have been 
achieved. 

Five years ago we standardized one form of the Metropolitan Achieve- 
ment Tests on our own school population. This year we used that test 
again and are able to make direct comparisons with the norms established 
in 1948. 

Beginning in grade 3 there is a definite gain in reading ability, which 
becomes substantial in grades 4, 5, and 7, and huge in grade 6. Reading 
in 1953 holds its own in grades 1 and 2 and decreases slightly in grade 8 as 
compared with 1948. Arithmetic fundamentals maintains its level for the 
period, decreases in grades 5 and 7 being balanced by gains in grades 6 and 
8. Arithmetic problems shows a net decrease despite gains in grades 2 
and 6. The two-month increase in first-grade numbers brings the arith- 
metic situation back to par so far as average arithmetic is concerned. 


English gains in grades 6 and 8 slightly exceed losses in grades 3, 4, and 
5. Spelling presents a clear picture of an average loss of two months in all 
grades except the eighth, in which a two-month gain is recorded. 

So far as total average is concerned, five grades held their own while 
gains of one month, three months, and one month were registered in 
grades 1, 6, and 8, respectively. Beginning in grade 6, intelligence quo- 
tients average about two points higher on the same test in 1953 as com- 
pared with 1948. 

It appears to our Director of Child Placement that an increase in read- 
ing ability is clearly indicated. While he does not claim that manuscript 
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writing is wholly or even chiefly responsible, it seems probable that it is a 
factor in the situation. It is especially interesting that such a gain should 
occur during a period which has seen the rise of television and in a com- 
munity which must rank near the top in the ratio of television sets to 
families represented in the school population. Perhaps television has not 
lessened the amount of reading done by Brookline elementary school 
children, or if the amount of reading has decreased in most communities, 
perhaps the development of our present fine system of elementary school 
libraries during this same period has served as an antidote to television, 
has kept the amount of reading from decreasing, and has helped to sharpen 
reading skills. The program of measurement and evaluation and the 
remedial work carried on by the members of the Department of Child 
Placement are also factors in maintaining and improving the status quo in 
1948. 

Dr. Hobson’s explanation for the decrease in spelling ability is as 
follows: In 1947 a study of spelling instruction in grades 2 to 4 was com- 
pleted and put into the hands of all elementary school principals and 
teachers together with specific recommendations. We were particularly 
spelling conscious during the school year 1947-48 and this was reflected in 
an especially good Brookline performance on the spelling test in the spring 
of 1948. A comparison of the results of the 1948 spelling tests with those 
of 1947 substantiates this belief. It seems that our interests in and atten- 
tion to the teaching of spelling may have subsided over the past five years 
from the high level of 1948 to a more usual Brookline level. It should be 
pointed out in this connection that even the 1953 spelling grade levels in 
Brookline exceed national averages by a wide margin, which ranges from - 
10 months in grade 2 to 25 months in grade 8. 


Appointments

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REPORT OF PURCHASING AGENT

Gentlemen: — The Annual Report of the Purchasing Department for 
the year 1953 is presented herewith, and covers purchases of supplies, 
materials and equipment only as requisitioned by Town departments. A 
summary of the year’s operations can be best shown by certain statistics, 
as follows: 


(1) 5,654 Department Requisitions received and processed 

(2) 8,464 Purchase Orders issued 

(3) 2,896 Emergency Purchase Slips issued 

(4) $710,664.00 Total Value of (2) and (3) 

(5) $84,709.00 Total Value of (2) and (3> issued to Brookline vendors 
(6) $5,303.00 Total Value of cash discounts. 


The function of the Purchasing Department is to procure required items 
submitted by written requisition at the most favorable prices of satisfac- 
tory quality and prompt delivery. To accomplish this result a buying 
policy must be set up and followed diligently. Each requisition is re- 
viewed to identify materials required. If adequate details or description 
are not noted, our previous records are consulted and very often it is 
necessary to secure additional data from the requisitioning source. From - 
past experience I find an increasing tendency for requisitions to be sub- 
mitted with very limited detail and apparently with the thought the 
“Purchasing Department knows what we want.” It is most important, 

_ therefore, that we maintain adequate purchase records for ready refer- 
ence. Detailed description of items to be purchased is most important to 
insure fair competition, and so that the vendor will furnish the correct 
material and can be closely checked as to quality delivered. It eliminates 
misunderstandings and controversy, and I believe more nearly insures a 
satisfactory transaction between buyer and seller. 

After the item to be purchased has been adequately specified, quota- 
tions are invited from sources of supply on file or selected from telephone 
directory, catalogues, etc. The Purchasing Department constantly has 
opportunity to add new sources through visits from sales representatives, 
catalogues, and letter requests for opportunity to bid. After a municipal 
purchasing department has been in operation over a period of years, the 
initial savings opportunities over prior purchasing procedure become 
routine, and in order to realize further savings, specifications and buying 
policy must be improved and new sources of supply canvassed for bidding. 
In short, each repeat purchase presents an opportunity to improve speci- 
fications and make a better buy. If public funds are to be spent for the 
greatest value received, the purchasing authority cannot be assured of 
this result if one supplier is continually favored without competition. 
Requisitions are very often submitted with the preferred supplier named. 
It is my policy to award to the lowest responsible bidder when quality and 
other factors involved are satisfactory. 
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In my 1952 report I cited some examples of savings realized over former 
buying procedure by changing source of supply or buying policy. Savings 
are always a possibility by careful attention to each purchase. A price of 
90c quoted by a source recommended on a requisition was not accepted as 
other bidders quoted from 35c to 90c._ Award was made to the low bidder, 
a manufacturer, with satisfactory product delivered. Prices on another 
item ranged from 29c to 75c for 100 of an item. The low bid was accepted 
upon assurance of furnishing a product which would meet specifications, 
and the material received was entirely satisfactory. A study was made of 
the method of producing the Annual List of Polls and Property book, and 
a considerable saving will be realized by a change in method of printing 
which it is believed will not change the appearance or usefulness of the 
volume. Taking advantage of purchasing before price advances presents 
another opportunity to realize savings. We had an advance notice of 
price increase on lamps, and arranged to purchase a large portion of school 
requirements prior to the advance, resulting in a saving. 


Yearly contracts for tires and tubes, fuel oil, coal, gasoline and motor 
oil were made at favorable prices based on current market conditions. 
Specifications for these major items required by the Town were revised for 
clarity, and more in accordance with trade practice, and to insure the 
Town getting fullest value. Each contract was entered into at prices 
equal to or lower than offered generally in the area. Tires are being pur- 
chased at a discount from the ‘“‘State’”’ list which is the lowest list offered 
to governmental units. A guaranteed top price was offered and accepted 
for gasoline, which was an unusual exception quoted in the trade, and was 
undoubtedly influenced by the change in Town gasoline storage facilities 
in the Highway Department which makes the Town’s gasoline require- 
ments more attractive to bidders. 


Transportation costs and regulations are resulting in delivery problems 
affecting materials cost. Minimum quantity deliveries are being imposed 
increasingly by vendors which makes it impossible to purchase from some 
manufacturers or wholesale firms as in the past as we cannot meet in- 
creased minimum quantities. As an example, soap products were to be 
purchased for several schools. We were able to interest the manufacturer 
in the requirements of one school only, and the balance had to be pur- 
chased from a jobber at a 60% higher cost for a similar product. The lack 
of central storage facilities in the Town makes it impossible to meet this 
condition, and less favorable sources must be used for purchases of this 
type. I believe some study is advisable for providing facilities for central 
storage, and Town delivery service from such storage as the trend to use of 
minimum deliveries restrictions is increasing and will tend to increase 
costs of certain materials from now on. 


As time permits I plan to investigate the possibility of consolidating 
department purchases of similar materials into a one-time purchase plan. 
This would eliminate repeat requisitions for the same items within a fiscal 
year which are now time consuming, and in many instances result in 
higher prices. A number of items of paper products are examples which 
some departments requisition several times each year, and require pricing 
and complete purchasing routine each time ordered. 

It also may be advisable to establish a schedule calendar for submitting 
requisitions for certain materials. I find a tendency to concentration 
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within a limited period of the year for a large portion of requirements to be 
requisitioned. Also very limited buying time is allowed by some depart- 
ments in filing many requisitions. This condition throws a heavy work 
load on the Purchasing Department many times during the year which is 
difficult to handle and results in delay in departments receiving materials. 

The action of your Board in establishing December 11 as the final day 
for submitting requisitions for 1953 business was most helpful to this 
department. As a result we were able to process all requisitions by De- 
cember 31, and I wish to express my appreciation for this action. 

A re-printing of our Purchase Order was designed with the cooperation 
of Mr. Julian Deshaies to fit into the requirements of new procedure 
established by the Comptroller beginning January 1. 

Some change appears desirable in the method of handling purchases of 
small value which are now covered by an Emergency Purchase Slip 
system. I have investigated methods used by some other communities, 
and expect, through conference with the Comptroller, and departments 
most involved, to arrive at some satisfactory solution for all concerned. 

No department can operate efficiently unless all personnel are interested 
in their work and each performs his duties faithfully and diligently. I 
appreciate the cooperation of my assistants in carrying on our work in this 
manner. 

I should also like to express my sincere appreciation to all Town depart- 
ment heads and personnel for the cooperation and assistance extended to 
us in our sincere endeavor to supply their materials needs to their satis- 
faction.

The Assessors herewith submit their report for the year 1953. 

The Board has consisted of the following members: James H. Hender- 
son, David B. Church, and Scott McNeilly. At the last town election, 
David B. Church was elected for three years. James H. Henderson was 
chosen chairman of the Board. 

The net amount to be raised by taxation was $243,722.64 more than in 
1952. 

The total valuation of the town was increased by $2,830,000. The 
rate was fixed at $41.00.

At the Annual Town Meeting, March 24, 1953, it was 

VOTED, To raise and appropriate the additional sum of $246,930 to be expended by 
the Building Commission with the approval of the Selectmen and of the School Com- 
mittee, as follows: One seventy-one thousand, five hundred ten dollars ($171,510) for 
the construction of additions to the Edward Devotion School, thereby increasing the 
floor space and seventy-five thousand four hundred twenty dollars ($75,420) for altera- 
tions consisting of remodeling and the making of extraordinary repairs in the Edward 
Devotion School. 
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VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the Selectmen, to 
borrow one hundred thirty-one thousand, five hundred dollars ($131,500) of the amount 
appropriated by the preceding vote for the construction of additions to the Edward 
Devotion School, thereby increasing the floor space. Bonds or notes shall be issued 
therefor, signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen 
and certified by a National Bank or Trust Company designated by the Selectmen. Such 
bonds or notes shall bear interest payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding three 
per cent per annum and shall be made payable in such annual payments beginning not 
later than one year after the date thereof as will extinguish the same within twenty 
years from their date. The balance of the amount appropriated by the preceding vote, 
i.e., one hundred fifteen thousand, four hundred thirty dollars ($115,430) shall be raised 
in the 1953 tax levy. 


VOTED, To raise and appropriate the sum of eight hundred seventy-seven thousand, 
nine hundred nineteen dollars ($877,919) to be expended by the Building Commission 
with the approval of the Selectmen and of the School Committee, as follows: Six hundred 
seventy-six thousand dollars ($676,000) for the construction of additions to the Michael 
Driscoll School, thereby increasing the floor space, and two hundred one thousand, nine 
hundred nineteen dollars ($201,919) consisting of remodeling and the making of extra- 
ordinary repairs in the Michael Driscoll School. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized when so directed by the Selectmen to 
borrow six hundred seventy-six thousand dollars ($676,000) of the amount appropriated 
by the preceding vote for the construction of additions to the Michael Driscoll School, 
thereby increasing the floor space. Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, signed by the 
Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen and certified by a 
National Bank or Trust Company designated by the Selectmen. Such bonds or notes 
shall bear interest payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding three per cent per 
annum and shall be made payable in such annual payments beginning not later than 
ae year after date thereof as will extinguish the same within twenty years from their 

ate. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized when so directed by the Selectmen, and 
with the approval of the Emergency Finance Board, to borrow one hundred twenty- 
nine thousand dollars ($129,000) of the amount appropriated by the first vote under 
this article for alterations consisting of remodeling and the making of extraordinary 
repairs in the Michael Driscoll School. Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, signed by 
the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen and certified by a 
National Bank or Trust Company designated by the Selectmen. Such bonds or notes 
shall bear interest payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding three per cent per 
annum and shall be made payable in such annual payments beginning not later than 
one year after the date thereof as will extinguish the same within such period, not more 
than ten years from their date, as said Emergency Finance Board shall fix. The balance 
of the amount appropriated by the first vote under this article for said purpose, i.e., 
SEO thousand nine hundred nineteen dollars ($72,919) shall be raised in the 1953 
tax levy. 


Under the preceding two borrowing votes, there was borrowed on August 6, 1953, 
$936,500 from R. L. Day and Company and Associates of Boston on their bid of 100.089 
and accrued interest for 244% bonds. 937 bonds were issued dated August 1, 1953, bear- 
ing 214% coupons and designated as Devotion School Addition and Driscoll School Addi- 
tion and Driscoll School Remodeling respectively and maturing as follows:

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — In compliance with Section 61 of Chapter 41, General 
Laws, I herewith submit to you the fifty-seventh annual report of the Ac- 
counting Department. 


During the town’s fiscal year, ending December 31, 1953, I have ex- 
amined the accounts of Albert P. Briggs, the Treasurer, at the close of 
each month’s business, and have verified the cash balance by actual 
count of the cash and by reconciliation of bank balances. I have ex- 
amined and checked all notes, bonds, and coupons paid during the year 
and have found them properly cancelled. 


I have also examined his accounts as Collector and have set forth my 
findings under schedule ‘‘C”’ entitled Summary of Collector’s Accounts. 


His accounts as Treasurer of the various Trust Funds of the town 
have been examined, the securities checked, and all are found to be as 
reported by him and set forth in Schedule H. 


I have examined the accounts of the Town Clerk, the Librarian of 
the Public Library and the Superintendent of the Gymnasium and Baths, 
and find them to agree with the books of the Treasurer. 


I have also examined the books of the Retirement Board in charge of 
the Town’s Pension System which went into effect January Ist, 1934, 
and the new State System which became effective July 1, 1947. All 
accounts were found in order with investments and balances as stated.
